PREPARING FOR THE FIGHT 
MICHIGAN DELEGATES INSTRUCI- 
ED FOR CLEVELAND. 


‘ENTHUSIASTIC . CONVENTION OF THE 


DEMOCRATS OF THE sTATE—DON 
DICKINSON TO HEAD THE DELEGA- 
TION TO CHICAGO. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 4.—The Democratic State 
Convention held at Muskegon to-day was the 
largest, most representative, and enthusiastic 
inthe history of the State. It was without 
serious division, the overwhelming ‘sentiment 
being for Cleveland, and for making the tariff 
question the one great issue of the campaign. 

D. J. Campau, as Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee; H. B. Hudson, as temporary 
Chairman; Peter White, as permanent Chair- 
man, Don M. Dickinson, and others made the 
speeches, which expressed and confirmed the 
almost unanimous sentiment of the convention. 

The delegates at large to Chicago are ex- 
Postmaster General Dickinson of Detroit, ex- 
Mayor EK, P. Uhl of Grand Rapids, Ed Ryan of 
Houghton, and ex-Congressman Spencer O. 
Fisher of West Bay City. All are men of promi- 
nence, and all are enthusiastic supporters of 
Cleveland. 

The platform says that all friends of good 
government should unite in a national] campaign 
upon the supreme and overshadowing issue of 
tariff reform, condemns the McKinley bill, com- 
mends the efforts of the present House of Rep- 


resentatives to relieve the people from tariff 
iniquities, deplores the scandals and corruptton 
of the present National Administration, and 
continues: 

“We believe most implicitly in the wisdom, the 
honesty, the heroic courage of him who led us in our 
last assault upon the enemy; and now, refreshed, re- 
vived, united, and fearless in our faith, we demand 
to be led against the enemy again under the leader- 
ship of the same great captain; and we, therefore, 
instract our delegates to the National Conventiou, 
this day chosen, to vote as one man for the nomina- 
tion of Grover Oleveland to the Presidency of the 
United States.” 

State issues wore dealt with at length and 
Gov. Winans was indorsed. A row of some du- 
ration and at times spirited was precipitated by 
O’Brien Atkinson of Port Huron, who, sup- 
ported by a small fellowing, denounced the fact 
thatthe financial question was not touched 
upon in the platform, and also oppo: the giv- 
ing of instructions for Cleveland, and said, 
amid a great uproar, that the delegation ought 
not to be tied up toa man who could not carry 
hisown State. Pandemonium prevailed while 
this harangue was in progress, but finally the 
platform was adopted without opposition. 

Thomas M. Crocker of Macomb, 8. L. Bignell 
of Livingston, R. R. Black, Secretary of State of 
Manistee, and Henry Chamberlain of Three 
Oakes were selected alternates to the National 
Convention. D. J. Campau of Detroit was re- 
lected Chairman of the State Committee and 
indorsed for National Committeeman from 
Michigan. Good feeling had by this time been 
fully restored and with cheers for Cleveland the 
convention adjourned.

TARIFF REFORM THEIR MOTTO. 


WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS KNOW NO 


LEADER BUT CLEVELAND. 


MILWAUKEB, Wis., May 4.—The Democratic 
State Convention to-day was composed almost 
exclusively of Cleveland men. Resolutions in- 
atructing the delegates to vote as a unit, and to 
use all honorable means to nominate Cleveland, 
went through with a hurrah, and without a 
single dissenting vote. Nor was there any op- 
position whatever to the planks demanding a 
tariff for revenue only and against the free 
coinage of silver. 

Every allusion to Grover Cleveland was the 
signal for prolonged cheering. The dele- 
gates at large to tho Chicago Convention, as 
well as the delegates of the districts chosen to- 
day, are all enthusiastic Cleveland men. Sen- 
ator William F. Vilas, who was& member of 
Cleveland’s Cabinet and is a favorite son of Wis- 
consin, was a member of to-day’s conven- 
tion and Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions. He will lead the Wisconsin dele- 


gation at the Chicago Convention. Gen. E. 
8. Bragg, for many terms member of Congress, 
and a leading Cleveland man in the last two Na- 
tional Conventions; E. C. Wall, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, who conducted 
the successful ——. two years ago, and Col. 
John H. Knight, who is candidate for the United 
States Senate to succeed Sawyer, are the other 
delegates at large. Both Vilas and Bragg have 
good army records, Bragg having led the famous 
Iron —. 

Aside from purely local planks the platform, 
unanimously adopted, says: 

Unnecessary taxation is unjust taxation, and there- 
fore we reaflirm the oft-asserted doctring that there 
should be no tariff taxation except for revenue. 

We maintain that the trne interests of the people. 

demand sound, honest, and stable money, composed 
of or based on and redeemable in gold and silver coin 
of equal intrinsic value. We therefore Oppose the 
project of unlimited coinage of silver dollars of less 
commercial value than gold dollars as undemocratic, 
dishonest, and specially hurtful to the farmers 
and laboring classes, the first and most 
defenseless victims of unstable money and 
a fluctuating currency. We denounce the Repub- 
lican legislation on tius subject, more particular) 
the Sherman act of 1890,as a cowardly makeshift 
and an inexcusable waste of the national resources 
in the purchase and storage of tons of bullion por 
day and as a menace to the maintenance of a sound 
oe stable currency, and we demand the repeal of 
that act. 
We heartily commend the faction of those Demc- 
cratic Kepresentatives in Congress from this State 
who have opposed all measures for silver coinage ou 
a false basis. 

We hereby direct the delegates from Wisconsin to 
the Democratic National Convention to be held in 
Chicago June 21 next, to vote asa unit on all sub- 
jects and candidates when and as the majority of the 
delegation may direct. 

€ approve the record of the last Democratic Na- 
tional Administrativn. We admire the President 
whose ability, honesty, and devotion to public duty 
enthroned that Administration in the confidence of 
all good citizens. We therefore desire our delegates 
at the National Convention to use all honorable 
means to nominate for President the man who is in 
himself the embodiment and the guarantee of sound 
Democratic principles—Grover Cloveland.

HARRISON CAPTURES CALIFORNIA. 


THREE OF THE FOUR NATIONAL DELE~ 
GATES ARE IN HIS FAVOR. 


BTOCKTON, Cal., May 4.—A bitter fight oc- 
curred in the Republican Convention last night 
over the resolution forbidding Federal office 
holders to serve as members of the State Com- 
mittee. It developed into a fight against Har- 
rison, and bitter words were directed at the 
office-holding delegates in the convention. 
Finally a motion to strike out the amendment 


resulted in aroll call. The vote on the amend- 
ment to exclude oftice holders from the commit- 
tee resulted: Nays, 428; yeas, 105. The con- 
vention then adjourned until this yy 4 

The Harrison men have won the fight in the 
Republican State Convention. The contest for 
four delegates at large was bitterly fought, and 
resulted in three Harrison and one anti-Harrison 
delegate being chosen. M. H. De Young, who 
led the anti-Harrison forces in person, was de- 
feated in the organization yesterday, but to- 
ward evening recovered somewhat, combined 
his forces, and by springing the office holders’ 
resolution on the convention, which was under 
debate for several hours, succeeded in gaining 
time and an adjournment until this worning. 

During the small hours of the night De Young 
and his followers labored with the country del- 
egates, and when the convention was called to 
order at 11 o’clock to-day he was confident of 
going to Minneapolis as one of the four dele- 
gates atlarge. itis an Open secret that money 
inflaence was brought to bear on the country 
delegates by the De Young faction. 

The Committee on Resolutions presented a 
long report indorsing Harrison, Blaine, McKin- 
ley, protection, free silver, the anti-Chinese 
policy, and the State and National Administra- 
tions. Six candidates for delegates at large 
were placed in nomination. as follows: E. V. 
Spence, W. H. L. Barnes, Charles N. Felton. M. 
li. De Young. M. M. Estes, and N. D. Rideout. 
De Young was the only anti-Harrison man 
among those named. On the first ballot Sponce, 
Felton, Rideout, and De Young were elected as 
delegates at large. Fourteen delegates from the 
Congressional districts were also elected, the 
majority of whom favor Harrison. 

The following plank indorsing Harrison’s Ad- 
ministration was adopted as part of the plat- 
form: 

* Fire(—The administration of national affairs by 
the Republican President has been such that to it we 
give our unqualified indorseoment. The prudont 
pbusipess manner in which the finances of the Nation 
have been managed, 80 that while no niggard hand 
bas been shown in disbursement, yet expenses have 
been kept within bouuds and the national debt great- 
ly reduced; the carrying into full practical effect of 
the American doctrine of protection to American 
manufacturers under that wise aud beneficent law 
known as the MoKinley bill; the courageoas 
putting iuto operation of the reciprocity 
clauses of that Jaw against clamor without

WALKER IS CUMING HOME. 


NAVAL MEN WANT TO KNOW WHAT 
WILL BE DONE WITH HIM. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Thore is talk of tho dis- 
solution of the shrunken squadron of evolution. 
The two vessels that constitute that once proud 
and prosperous fleet, the Chicago and the At- 
lanta, are now on their way to New-York City, 
bearing the most precious of the new navy’s 
heroes, Admiral Walker. The ships, as reported 
in these dispatches on Thursday, left Monte- 
video on that day for the United States. 

It seems to be generally agreed upon in the 
department that Walker will be detached from 
the dwindled squadron and detailed for shore 
duty, while the Chicago and the Atlanta will be 


attached to the North Atlantic squadron, under 
Admiral Gherardi. They will join with the ves- 
sels now composing that squadron and one or 
‘two others that willthen be available in a series 
of practical manceuvres at Newport. plan 
is to have the ships and their ofticers arrive at 
Newport.some time in September and spend 
two months there. The officers of the fleet will 
attend the Naval War College and carry out the 
instructions there given on board the ships. 

The present scheme will afford a large number 
of officers an opportunity for rs and put- 
oe the pepe) use the results of their lessons. 
It the plan is allowed to be carried out, there 
will probably be seven new ships and one old 
one in the exercises—the Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Atlanta, Newark, Miantonomoh, Concord, Vesu- 
vius, and Kearsarge, in addition to the Cushing. 
The Kearsarge, being a wooden vessel, would 
not take part in the actual manceuvres. 

Admiral Walker’s return to the United States 
is awaited with the interest which usually at- 
taches itself to anything associated with the 
magic name of Walker. Every one is in a de- 
lightful state of uncertainty regarding the ex- 
act time of the arrival of the Chicago and the 
Atlanta at New-York. 

The general impression is that Admiral 
Walker wants the Presidency of the Examining 
Board, an office vacated by regular retirement 
of Commodore MoCann, and it is pretty gener- 
ally accepted that, if Walker has such an ambi- 
tion, it can be realized. There is some talk of 
filling the place temporarily with the detail of 
Commodore Greer, who is just now engaged on 
equally pleasant duty as President of the Light 
house Board. The scheme, according to one 
authority, contemplates the appointment of 
Greer until Walker gets home, and then the de- 
tail of the latter for a regular tour of duty at 
the head of the Examining Board. 


NAVAL PROMOTION DELAYED. 





ACTION PROMISED SOON IN COMMANDER 
SMITH’S CASE. 


WASHINGTON. May 4.—Theo papers in the case 
of Commander F. R. Smith of the navy have 
been taken up by Secretary Tracy at last, and 
itis likely that something will be done in the 
matter in the course ofa week. The Secretary 
has expressed the intention of doing all he can 
in justice to Smith, and has promised that officer 
a hearing before he finally acts upon the report, 
which was against him, of the board of senior 
officers who examined Smith as to his fitness 
for advancement to the grade of Captain. 

Since the report’s submission to the Secretary, 
the officer has filed affidavits which his friends 


say materially strengthen his case. There is a 
strong feeling in the service against Command- 
er Smith, and this is made the basis for asking 
fora new examination. Commander Smith has in- 
timated that the board of officers was prejudiced 
agetess him, and it is probable that he will be 
allowed an forego A of proving his charges. 
Anything of this nature is a serious matter in 
the navy. and, if Commander Smith cannot sus- 
tain what he or his representatives have 
claimed, it is not likely to help his case to a set- 
tlement satisfactory to him. 

The Judge Advocate General has prepared no 
less than three separate briefs of the report of 
the board for the Secretary, and these will be 
used in coming to an approval or disapproval of 
the findings. 

Meantime, the failure to act on this and the 
Graham cases delays promotion below the 
grades of Commander. 





AFTER OBRIEN’S ACCOMPLICES.

THE -GRAND JURY AT UTICA HAS 
TAKEN UP THE BUNKO MAN’S ESCAPE. 


Utica, N. Y., May 4.—The entire day has been 
spent in the presentation of witnesses before 
the Grand Jury in the case against Dishler, Mc- 
Elwaine, Buck, and Minchon, for the escape of 
O’Brien. 

Among those who have been before the jury 
are Warden Thayer, ex-Keeper Moons, District 
Attorney Eaton, hotel clerks, newspaper report- 
ers, street car men, and the Utica Jailer. 

The opinion expressed by attorneys and others 
at the Court House is that indictments will be 


reported against those who are believed to have 
aided O’Brien to eecape. 

McElwaine is in this city and is said to be 
under surveillance. Buck is said to be in Danne- 
mora and Minchon in New-York. It is not 
known where Dishler is at present. No one here 
can be found who has seen lim since Friday, 
though there are probably some who know his 
address. 

In addition to bn strong case made out by 
District Attorney Jones, in this county, against 
the alleged offenders, it appears that Albany 
County is also to take a hand in the mattor, as 
subpenas were served this aftornoon on all 
who appeared before the Grand Jury here to 
vip before the Grand Jury in Albany at 10 
A. M. Friday next. 

Warden Thayer says no clue has been obtained 
as to O’Brien’s whereabouts, but that he is be- 
ing vigorously searched for. 


MANIAC JUMPS FROM A TRAIN. 





Cc. V. NOYES’S NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
DEATH ON A MOUNTAIN GRADE. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 4.—A passenger who 
was stricken suddenly insane on the night ex- 
press train on the Ontario and Western Rail- 
road had a remarkable escape from instant 
death the other night. The passoager was C. V. 
Noyes, &@ well-known resident of Kenwood, near 
Oneida, N. Y.,said tobe a son of John Hum- 
phrey Noyes, founder of the OneidaCommunity, 
who remained there after his father’s secession. 

Noyes has been forsome years afflicted with 
periodical fits of acute mania. He was in New- 
York last week accompanied by his half-brother 
—J. H. Cragin—under special treatment for the 
infirmity. Noyes was apparently entirely sane, 
and the brothers star for home by the night 
express. As the train was running down the 
mountain grade beyond Franklin station at a 
speed of over forty miles an hour Cragin 
dropped off in a doze. 

A tew moments later Conductor George Geer 
saw Noyes rush ontofthe car and spring off. 
As soon as the train could be stopped the con- 
ductor and Cragin and others went back. Noyes 
had struck a on of underbrush, which had 
broken his fall, and he was fonnd barely alive 
and suffering with a fractured sboulder and 
numerous cuts and bruises. He was taken to 
his home at Kenwood and may recover.

The case will now go to the Court of Appeals. 

In the matter of the demurrers to the perjury 
indictments against James E. Ostrander, the de- 
faulting Treasurer, and M. T. Trumpbour, Assist- 
ant Treasurer, of the bank, the court holds that 
as a demurrer only lies as to defects that appear 
on the face of an indictment, the challenges to 
Grand Jurors had nothing to do with the face of 
the indictment; that the appeal was regular. 
The motion to dismiss was denied. 

The appeal will be argued on May 12. 





AN INSURANCE COMPANY WINDS UP. 

8ST. Pav, Minn., May 4.—The St. Paul German 
Accident Insurance Company dropped out of 
existence to-day by reinsuring all of its busi- 
ness with a New-York company. This course 
was forced upon the St. baul company by the 
failure of the Commercial Bank, in which the 
accident company had $100,000 in stock, the 
value of which is just now problematical. The 
oftivers of the company say that all claims 
against it will be paid in full, and that no ono 
will suffer inconvenience through its reinsur- 
ance.

M. BE. CONFERENCE AT OMAHA. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS PRESENTED 
BY BISHOP FOSTER. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 4.—Bishop Warren of Den- 
‘ver presided at this morning’s session of the 
Methodist Episcopal Conference, A Commit- 
tee on Memoirs was appointed, and on motion 
of Dr. Buckley of New-York addresses were or- 
dered restricted to fifteen minutes for written 
memorials and five minutes for oral. 

Two hours’ time was then given over to the 
episcopal address, which was delivered by 
Bishop Foster. The past term, the report 
stated, had been a prosperous one for the 
Church. There had been no deaths. Fifty as- 
signments of ministers had been made with but 
little dissatisfaction. : 

Work in the foreign field had been given spe- 
cial care, and numerous visits by the Bishops to 
foreign lands had been made with beneficial re- 
sults. The book concerns of the Church are 
the largestin the world. There bave been no 
dissensions in the Church, and there is more in- 
telligence and less bigotry in the pulpit. 

The membership during the past four years 
has grown rapidly, and now numbérs 2,292,694 
communicants; 442,000 souls have been added 
to the Church during the four years. Contribu- 
tions to all ) eeage | societies have increased 
$334,130. Higher education in the ministry is 
imperative, and no man should be allowed in 
a theological school whose loyalty to the doc- 
trine of the Church is not steadfast. The Church 
wants no traitors. 

The Epworth League received creat praise as 
& mediator between the Sunday school and 
Church. It hasin the three years sprung up 
from naught to 8,000 chapters, with 500,000 
members. The National University as Washing- 
ton is announced as a certainty, and liberal en- 
dowments aro asked for, millions being necessary 
for its equipment.

The report declared that the Church North 
and South was drifting closer and closer to- 
gether, and the North still held out its hand of 
welcome. 

The conference held a session this afternoon 
for the special purpose of organizing the com- 
mittees. Fourteen standing committees and 
several special committees were appointed. 
This occupied the entire time of the afternoon 
session. 

A mass mecting was held to-night in Exposi- 
tion Hall in the interests of the Freedmen’s Aid 
and southern Educational Society. Bishop 
Walden presided. Addresses were delivered by 
Mr. Hartzell and Dr. Jeff Spence.

SAYS THAT SHE’S INNOCENT 


—_———————. 
DAVID COUSE CHARGED 
WITH SHOPLIFTING. 


CALLS HERSELF A COUSIN OF MRS. HUGH 
M’LOUGHLIN AND TELLS A GOOD 
STORY—THE DETECTIVES BELIEVE 
HER TO BE A PROFESSIONAL. 


A well-dressed; refined-looking woman of 
forty-five or fifty, who says that she is a first 
cousin of the wife of Hugh McLoughlin, the 
Brooklyn politician, was a prisoner last night 
in the jail attached to the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court, charged with shoplifting. 

She was arrested shortly before 6 o’clock 
Tuesday evening ina Sixth Avenue dry goods 
store and taken to the Thirticth Street Police 
Station. She refused at the time to give her 
name, and even after she was arraigned yester- 
day morning before Police Justice Divver she 
adhered to’the refusal. 

Later in the day, however, whena TIMES re- 
porter called on her at the prison, she changed 
her mind about concealing her identity, and 
stated that she was Mrs. David Couse of New- 
ton, N. J. 

Atthe hearing Detective McFadden of the 
dry goods store where Mrs. Couse was arrested 
and Miss Kate Shields, a saleswoman in the 
same place, were on hand to testify sgainst the 
prisoner. The detective stated that the woman 
entered the store not long before closing time. 
Her actions were suspicious and she was put 
under surveillance. 

At the jewelry counter she picked up a fancy 
silver hairpin valued at $1.44, which she at- 
tempted to slip into her pocketbook. It was 
toolong for the pocketbook, and, realizing this, 
the woman put it into a deep pocket sewed into 
the front of her dress. 

Miss Shields, who is stationed behind the jew- 
elry counter, corroborated the detective’s testi- 
mony. } 

After taking the pin, Mrs. Couse, according to 
the testimony, endeavored to get out of the 
store unobserved, but she was arrested as she 


stepped out of the door, and taken to the Nine- 
teenth Precinct Station. 

She carried a large satchel, which was 
searched, revealing a piece of black silk four- 
teen yards long and a miscellaneous collection 
of articles valued at about $8, which the de- 
tective identified as belonging to his establish- 
ment. A lace veil and a number of handker- 
chiefs were identified by the detective of an- 
o— store as having come out of the stock 

ere. 

In addition to the dry goods there were also 
found in the satchel two small bars of silver, a 
card of the Meriden Silver Plate Company, a 
card of the Newton Shoe Company of Newton, 
N. J.; a package of false hair, a _—— which it 
was said was used for blacking the eyebrows, a 
card of Zimmerman & Forshay, bankers at 11 
Wall Street, and a card of the Kev. Alexander 
H. Young, 17 West Park Street, Newark, N. J. 

There was also an inyitation to the recent 
wedding of Miss McLaughlin and Dr. Alexander 
F. Carroll, This invitation was addressed to 
“ David Couse,” and on a slip of paper inside of 
the envelope which contained it was written 
the address of Mr. McLaughlin, 163 Remsen 
Street, Brooklyn. This, with a one thousand- 
mnile-ticket of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railway, made out in the name of H. 
D. Couse, completed the list. 

It was alleged by the detectives that the false 
hair and pencil were carried by the woman for 
the purpose of disguising herself, and they ex- 
pressed the opinion that she was an expert 
shoplifter. She was not known to them, how- 
ever, among the professionals, nor did Detect- 
ives Carey and Doran of the Thirtieth Street 
Station, who were put on the case with the pri- 
vate detectives, recognize her. 

In herown defense the prisoner declined to 
say anything except that she was innocent and 
thatshe had bought the goods found in her 
sachel. She said that she hoped that she should 
not compromise her family and asked permis- 
sion tosend for Andrew J. Rogers, the ex-Civil 
Justice, Whom she had known for a great many 
years. 

Justice Divver placed her under $500 bonds 
foran examination thie morning, and she was 
locked up in default of bail. 

She consented readily to see the newspaper 
men who called at the jail in the afternoon, and 
gave what sounded like a plausible explanation 
of her conduct. 

“T didn’t give my name lastevening and this 
morning wa court,’ she said, ‘‘ because I was 
nervous and agitated and didn’t think it would 
be best. Since then I have realized that I ma 
have made a mistake, and I desire to tell all 
about myself. 

‘Our family is well known in Newton, where 
we have lived all ourlives. For thirty years 
my husband was an oflicer of the town, and my 
son, H. D. Couse, has ajewelry store there to-day. 
It was to him that the silver bars found in my 
sachel belonfed. They represent some old silver 
which I brought to the Assay Office for him nat 
long ago. I got them yesterday for the yao 
of selling them to Zimmerman & Forshay, the 
bankers, whose card was also in my sache 

* But they didn’t offer me what I thought the 
silver was worth, and sol did not sell it to 
them. I came to New-York yesterday on the 
11 o’clock train from Southington, Conn., where 
I had been visiting my married daughter. I 
had a lot of business to attend to, and after vis- 
iting various places I went into the store where 
I was arrested, in order to do some shopping 
and to exchange a pair of Uinta for my daugh- 
ter that she had purchased there. 

“Among other things I bought the — 
which they accuse me of stealing. [think I 
paid $1.48 for it. 

“Tt was wrapped up, and as I started to go 
outitoccurred to mo to putitin my hair. I 
tookitout of the paper, but ohanged my mind 
— wearing it and put it in my pocket in- 
stea 

“ As for the silk, it has been in my possession 
fortwo months. [tookit with meon my visit 
to my daughter, and was carrying it back home. 

“The invitation to the wedding of Mr. Mc- 
Laugblin’s daughter wae sent to us by the fami- 
ly, and I attended the ceremony. Mrs. Mo- 
Langhiin and [I are own cousins, and I had 
intended to spend last night with them. 

‘*T am sure I will get out of this trouble with- 
out difficulty. I have sent word to my husband, 
and I expect him here at any moment.” 

Up to 11 o’clock last night no one had called 
on Mrs. Couse at the prison except reporters. 
The husband whom she had sent for had not 
turned up. Mr. MoLaughlin, when scen at his 
Brooklyn residence, refused to discuss the 
woman’s claims of relationship to his wife.

CHARGES AGAINST CARON. 


_o—— 
THEY WILL NOW BE EXAMINED BY A 
ROYAL COMMISSION. 


O7Ttawa, Ontario, May 4.—The impeachment 
of Sir Adolphe P. Caron, Postmaster General of 
Canada, for malfeasance in office, on charges 
preferred by J.D. Edgar. M. P. for West On- 
tario, assumed a new phase to-day. Itisnow 
two weeks since Mr. Edgar charged that Sir 
Adolphe had, as a Minister of the Crown, advo- 
cated the subsidizing of certain railway oom- 
panies to the amount of $1,000,000, himself 
being personally and largely interested in one 
of the companies. 

Also that out of these subsidies Sir Adolphe 
received large sums which he expended in 


bribery, spending over $100, in endeavoring 
to secure his own election and that of twenty- 
two others. 

Mr. Edgar on that occasion moved that the 
House appoint a committees to inquire into the 4 
truth of his charges. Sir John Thompson, 
Minister of Justice and the Conservative leader 
of the House, opposed this proceeding on the 
ground that the charges were not sufficiently 
well defined. David Mills, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, and J. D. Edgar in their speeches, all 
accused Sir Adolphe of taking public moneys 
to debauch constituencies, and with conspiragy, 
aud Mr. Edgar specially charged him with hav- 
ing made a return of his election expenses in 
Quebeo amounting to about one-tenth of what 
was really spent. 

On the reopening of the debate this afternoon, 
MacKenzie Bowell, Minister of Militia, cut a 
large portion of the ground from under the 
feet of the Opposition by abandoning the posi- 
tion occupied by the Government, and moving an 
amendment to Mr. Edgar’s motion thata royal 
commission be appointed to take the evidence 
on all these charges and lay it before the House 
when completed. This compromise is the re- 
sult of vigorous kicking on the part of the Gov- 
ernment majority. The fact is the large major- 
ity of the Conservative Party is to the Govern- 
ment something like Mark Twain’s dog’s tail to 
the dog. If the tail were heavier than the dog 
it would wag the dog. 

Mavy members of the Conservative Party in- 
formed the Government that they would either 
abstain from voting altogether or vote against 
them. This would insure defeat, and the inde- 
pendent tail won. The Government gave way, 
but rather than facean inquiry in committee 
and back down altogether chose a royal com- 
mission, the compromise being met with strong 
opposition in an animated debate. The Liberals 
are enraged at the change of the Government, 
and it is likely the House will sit all night. 





RED AND OLD RIVER WORK. 


——=_—_ 
MISSISSIPPI RIVER COMMISSION ‘WILL 
HEAR INTERESTED PARTIES. 


NEW-ORLEANS, May 4.—Lieut. Millis received 
a tolegram from Gen. Comstock, President of 
the Mississippi River Commission, stating that 
the commission had decided to hold an open 
session upon reaching this city, about the 10th, 
and to give audience to all interested in the 


work in Red and Old Rivers, and instructing 
Lieut. Millis to give due notice to such persons 
as desired to be given an opportunity to be 
heard. 

The principal point at issue just now is the 
building of the dam between the Atchafalaya 
and North Old River, the object of which is to 
force Red River through North Old River, and 
thus create all the yearround navigation in- 
stead of permitting the Red River in the low- 
water season to seek the Gulf via the Atcha- 
falaya. 

The people in the Red River country think 
that the dam will tend to increase the stage of 
the Red River and render greater the danger 
of overflows. Those in the Teche country 
think the dam would be detrimental to their in- 
terests by lessening the amount of water in the 
Atchafalaya, and by also increasing the dis- 
tance into Red River, Dy compelling. vessels to 
pass around in the Old River instead of up past 
the west end of Turnbull's Island. 

There is still another faction, principally 
railroad men, who would like to have the Red 
River reach the Guif by way of the Atchafa- 
laya River, Old River being permitted to dam 
itself. This would compel cotton and other 
freight veg gers from the Upper Red River 
country to be made by rail to this city.

COUNTY BONDS REJECTED 


-4N ALLEGED OVERISSUE BY THE 
TREASURER OF KINGS. 


“THE EAST RIVER SAVINGS INSTITUTION 
REFUSES TO COMPLETE ITS PUR- 
CHASE OF PART OF A RECENT ISSUD 
—THE STATUTE’S INTERPRETATION. 


The County of Kings, through County Treas- 
urer H. H. Adams, recently sold $620,000 worth 
of 342 per cent. bonds, the East River Savings 
Institution of this city taking $90,000 worth 
and giving a check in payment. 

This check was deposited in the National City 
Bank of Brooklyn and sent to New-York to be 
cashed inthe usual way. Yesterday it was re- 
turned to County Treasurer Adams, and when 
he made an investigation he was told that the 
East River Savings Institution, acting under ad- 
vice of counsel, had refused to pay and would 
decline to take the $90,000 worth of bonds. 

Tho reason given was that the issue of bonds 
would be illegal in that the county had already 
bonded itself for more than the law allowed it 
to assume. 

Treasurer Adams hurried over to Mayor Boody 
and had 4 long conference with him on the 
subject. 

When it was over, he said that the Mayor had 
- agreed to have Corporation Counsel Jenks, who 
isin Albany, in Brooklyn this morning, so that 
the whole subject should be laid before him and 
he should draft an opinion by which the au- 
thorities would be guided. 

All Mr. Adams would say was that the county 


was bonded for about $6,000,000, which, he 
asserted, did not exceed the limit. 

The constitutional amendment which governs 
this case reads as follows: 

““No county containing a city of over 100,000 in- 
habitants or any such city shall be allowed to be- 
come indebted for any purpose * * * to an 
amount which, including ‘existing indebtedness, 
shall exceed 10 per centum of the assessed valuation 
of the real estate of such county or city subject to 
taxation as itappeared by the assessment rolls of 
the last assessment for State and connty purposes 
prior to the incurring of such indebtedness.” 

The last official statement in regard to the as- 
sessed values of real estate in the City of Brook- 
lyn and the County of Kings and of the bonded 
indebtedness of each of those corporations 
shows the following state of affairs: 

Gross city debt. ...................-.....$45, 752,160.92 
Less bonds in sinking fund............ 42,424,790.41 
Assessed value of real estate. 448,802,470.00 


County debt (funded) $5,842,500.00 
Certiticates or indebtedness 632,902.24 


Gross county debt $6,475,402. 24 
Assessed value of real estate in county 

towns $19, 253,658.00 

So that, acoording to these figures, Brooklyn, 
if the gross debt ($45,752,160.93) is taken as 
the basis, is bonded for more than 10 per cent. 
of the assessed value of her real estate, while, 
if the net debt, which is obtained by dedneting 
the bonds held in the sinking fund, is used, it 
is bonded for a trifle less than 10 per cent. of 
the real estate values. 

But the county is in no such comfortable 

osition. With assessed values of only $19,253,- 

58, it is bonded for $6,475,402.24, or about 
30 — cent. of its assessed real estate values. 

The question of the legal issue of these bonds 
is a a em a ny one, for, if they are de- 
clared illegal, there will be no money with 
which to complete the new armories, and sev- 
eral million dollars’ worth of bonds issued 
es the past few years will have to be de- 
clared of absolutely no value. 

Mayor Boody and Controller Jackson refused 
to be interviewed on this subject, but Deputy 
Controller Smith said that the law could be in- 
pre yer in two ways. It was doubtful, he 
said, whethor it meant that the county debt 
should not exceed 10 per cent. of the assessed 
value of real estate in the towns alone or 10 
per cent. of the assessed value of all tho real 
estate within the county, including that in the 
City of Brooklyn. : 

Of course, if the latter interpretation is taken, 
the county indebtedness is safely within the 10 
per cent. limit. 

Mr. Charies A. Whitney, Secretary of tho East 
River Savings Institution, said last night that 
the question as to the legality of the bonds was 
& matter which the courts would be called upon 
to decide, if a decision satisfactory to the East 
River Savings Institution was not reached at 
the conference this morning of Brooklyn 
officials. 

Lawyer Birdseye, counsel of the East River 
Savings Institution, asked [reasurer Adams for 
the check yesterday morning, and the latter re- 
fused to give it up. This action was severely 
criticised by the officials of the East River Say- 
ings Institution. 





A MARRIAGE BROKER SUES. 


HE WANTS FERS FROM THE FATHER? 
OF BOTH CONTRACTING PARTIES. 


Sr. Louis, May 4.—Meler Temenbaum vs, 
Julius Goldwaseer is a suit called for trial in 
Justice James Bryan’s court. The story, as 
told by Mr..Temenbaum on the witness stand, 
is substantially as follows: 

“On Jan. 1,1891, I was employed as agent 


and messenger to consummate a wedding be- 
tween his son Michael and some rich young 
lady in the eity. 

“Timmediately called on Melich Sofiler and 
laid the matter before him, and asked him if he 
would consent to his daughter marrying young 
Goldwasser. He said that he would not con- 
sent. I reported the matter to Goldwasser, and 
I tried another party with better success. 

**Secing that young Michael Goldwasser was 
going elsewhere, Sofiler approached me and 
stated that he had changed his mind, and would 
consent to the propositions I made him. I made 
between three and four hundred trips for the 
young couple before the engagement was made 
public, and after the marriage of Michael Gold- 
wasser and Miss Sofiier in July last i putina 
bill of $100 for my services, and I have never 
received a cent.” 

The plaintiff, Meier Temenbaum, in this pe- 
euliar suit also has another one pertaining to 
the same case—a suit to recover $100 from Me- 
lich Softier, the father of the Miss Soffier who 
married Michael: Goldwasser, as fees in the 
same case. 

The plaintiff is suing tne fathers of both of 
the contracting parties for the same services. 





THE SCHEME NOT EXPOSED. 


COUNSEL ON BOTH SIDES SETTLE THE 
SUIT WITHOUT GOING TO TRIAL. 


Boston, May 4.—A case which at ons time 
was supposed to contain matter of a sensational 
character was quietly settled by counsel in the 
Supreme Court this forenoon. It was the case 
of McMahon vs. Waterbury, and the suit was 
brought to get possession of about $1,000,000 
worth of gilt-edged securities in the hands of 
the Old Colony Trust Company. 

The securities were depositied by New-York 
parties, and the paper signed at the time pro- 
vided that, in case certain bills pending before 
the Legislature at Albany became laws, certain 
persons named were to have one class of securi- 
ties and other persons named the remainder. 
The bills before the New-York Legislature re- 
lated to a rapid-transit scheme for New-York 
City, and it was thought that when the case was 
heard a big scheme to bribe somebody would be 
exposed.

FORMIDABLE DYNAMITE CONSPIE- 
ACY UNEARTHED IN LIEGE. 


THE CRIMINAL WORK SYSTEMATIZED— 
MANY ARRESTS THROUGHOUT BEL=« 
GIUM—THEFTS OF FORCITE — RE- 
PRESSION IN FRANCE, 


BRUSSELS, May 4.—The police declare that in 
their raids upon the houses of Anarchists they 
have discovered evidence of a most forminable 
conapiracy, the headquarters of which 1s in 
Liege. 

The conspirators, they say, aro a thoroughly- 
organized body, and their alm is to terrorize the 
law-abiding population by means of explosions. 
Some of the conspirators sought employment 
at the various manufactories of explosives, 
where they made it their business to steal as 
much of the explosive as they possibly could. 
The stolen material was delivered to other 
members of the gang, who loaded it into cart- 
ridges, aud these men, in turn, delivered the 
cartridges to the third section of the conspira- 
tors, who had been selected for the work of 
placing the cartridges wherever it was decided 
to cause an explosion. 

The magistrate whe is inquiring into the ex- 
plosion that wrecked the residence of Count 
Minette at Liege says that the bombs that 
caused the damage were. charged with twenty- 
live kilograms of forcite. Fourteen kilograms 
more of the explosive have been stolen. 

The authorities had no doubt that Beaujean 
and Lefebvre, the two men who were arrested 
yesterday on suspicion of having caused the 
explosion at Count Minette’s residence, were 
guilty. A search was made of Beaujean’s lodgings 
and there were found concealed a number of 
cartridges and a quantity of dynamite. When 
Beaujean learned of this discovery he made a 
full confession of his guilt and incriminated a 
number of other Anarchists, who were arrested 
to-day. 

Two of to-day’s prisoners are named Nossent 
and Lacroix. Lacroix has confessed that he 
was one of the leaders of the explosion at the 
residence of Count Minette. 

The police of Liege have to-day searched 
over forty houses in which Anarchists resided. 

Most of the persons arrested at Liege boast 
that they are Anarchists, but deny that they 
had anything to do with the recent outrages 
there. This statement will throw doubt upon 
Lacroix’s confession. Eight more arrests were 
made in Liege this evening. 

The police of Jemeppe have arrested a man 
belonging to a good family named Matheyson, 
who is implicated in Anarchist plots, and who is 
alleged to be a receiver of stolen cartridges. 

The Burgomaster of Ghent has received let- 
ters in which threats are-made to blow up the 
Palais de Justice, the National Bank, and the 
Town Hal. 

To-day at Mons, capital of the Province of 
Hainaut, @ man who indiscreetly divulged 
te one of his fellow-workmen, presuma- 
bly a disguised detective, that he 
Was concerned in an Anarchist plot, 
found himself shortly afterward in the 
hands of the police. The prisoner, with four 
other men, had made arrangements to blow up 
the houses of MM. Raulier and Belloye, bankers 
at Mons, and also the residences of other lead- 
ing citizens of the place. It was found that the 
prisoner had in his possessions five powerful 
dynamite cartridges. 

A dynamite cartridge, bound with stout wire, 
‘was found to-day upon a window sill of a house 
in Waremme, a small town thirteen miles west 
of Liege. A passer-by*put out the burning fuse. 

A gendarme patrolling his post to-day on the 
otitskirts of the city noticed a rope hanging 
from a pigeon loft. His suspicions led him to 
climb up to the loft, where he found a man 
busily engaged in printing the Anarchist paper 
Misery, the publication office of which the po- 
lice had been unable to find. The man was ar- 
rested. 

A number of cartridges has been found in 
the house of a man who was arrested at Stou- 
mont. 

PakRis, May 4.—M. Viette, Minister of Public 
Works, has issued a circular to the various pre- 
fects directing them to advise the owners of 
mines and quarries to keep a rigorous watch 
upon the use of dynamite cartridges used at 
their works. 

The Conservative and Republican organs are 
urging a modification of the press laws that 
will enable the Government to prevent the 
publication of articles inciting to crime. 
The Journal des Débats and the Temps 
strongly support the proposal to change the 
laws, and express the hope that at any fate the 
Government will not oppose a private bill that 
will be introduced in the Senate to effect the de- 
sired ena. 

The revolutionary papers are indignant at the 
proposition. They declare that itis areactionary 
attempt of the Conservatives and Republicans 
to gag the press. 

The newspaper Le Paris says the Government 
has been informed that Pini, the alleged author 
of the explosion at M. Very’s restaurant in the 
Boulevard Magenta, is still in prison at the 
French penal settlement in Cayenne, to which 
place he was senta considerable time ago for 
hia crimes. 


“ANGEL MAKERS” 


SENTENCED. 


SIX MURDERERS OF CHILDREN CON- 
VICTED IN RUSSIA. 


St. PETERSBURG, May 4.—At Vilna to-day six 
Jews and Jewesses were convicted of murder- 
ing babies that had been intrusted to their 
charge, and were sentenced to from six to twen- 
ty years penal servitude. In many cases the 
mnurders were committed with the connivance 
of the mothers of the little victims. 

The preliminary inquiries into these crimes 
lasted nearly two years, each case being thor- 
oughly investigated before any arrests were 
made. The first clue to this wholesale coon-. 
spiracy to murder was obtained in April, 1890, 
when some one discovered in the cesspool of a 
wretched hovel in Vilna the bodies of six small 
children. This led to further searches, and in 
the end the remains of sixty-five infants were 
found. 

Forty men and women were arrested, and 350 
witnesses were summoned to testify against 
them. The dispatch from Vilna does not state 
whether all the prisoners were tried and only 
six convicted, but the supposition is that, as 
the evidence was so strong against the accused, 
only the six condemned were tried. 

The prisoners had gained the colloquial name 
of “‘ angel makers,” from their practice of kill- 
ing children whose existence was inconvenient 
or distasteful to parents. 
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DEEMING HAS ABANDONED HOPE. 


HIS SANITY TO BE DETERMINED AFTER 
HIS EXECUTION. 


MELBOURNE, May 4.—Deeming, the wife mur- 
derer, has become very much downcast during 
the past twenty-four hours. He has abandoned 
all attempts at cheerfulness and appears to 
place but ilitéle reliance in an appeal to the Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Privy Council averting 
the fate in store for him. 

He appears to fully realize his position He 
admits that he isnow partly convinced that he 
committed the murder, but still insists that he 
does not remember any of the incidents that 
led to the killing or of the killing itself. He ex- 
presses no regret and makes none of the usual 
professions of repentance. He declines to seo 
the jail chaplain or any other clergyman. 

The biography which Deeming is writing, and 
whioh he has said he is going to bequeath to 
Miss Rounsevell, deals at length with the kill- 
ing of Mrs. Deeming and the four ohbildren at 
Rainhill The Governor of the jail, who has 
seen the manuscript, says that the story is writ- 
ten in an incoherent way. 

It is probable that after Deeming is executed 
experte will be allowed to examine his brain, in 
order to determine the question of his sanity.

SUSPENDED FROM THE HOUSE. 


SOCIALIST CUNNINGHAME GRAHAM CRE- 
ATES A PARLIAMENTARY SCENE. 


LONDON, May 4.—Mr. Richard Haldane’s Dill 
to confer upon local authorities power té com- 
pel land. owners to sell their land in order that 
it may be divided into small holdings was dis- 
cussed in the House of Commons to-day. 

Mr. Herbert Asquith, (Advanced Liberal,) 
member for East Fifeshire, spoke quietly in 
favor of the measure. He contended that the 
owner of the land on which human residences 
are bujlt is not entitled to the improved value 
of the land due tothe inorease of the popula- 
tion. In that respect, Mr. Asquith held, land 
afffered from console or a commercial enter- 
prise. 

Before he had an opportunity, however, to ex- 
plain wherein the difference lies, he was inter- 
rupted by Mr. Cunninghame Graham, the So- 
cialist, who represents the Northwest Division 
of Lanarkshire, who excitedly asked: “How 
about swindling the shareholders in a com- 
pany 7” 

Amid ories of order, Mr. Graham shouted: “I 
have a right to explain. This is a swindling 
speech.” 2 

The House was in great confusion, and the 
Speaker, the Right Hon. Arthur Wellesley Pell, 
called Mr. Graham to order. The latter refused 
to be ailent, and finally the Speaker said: 

“The conduct of the member is such that lam 
compelled to name Mr. Graham.” 

This action was greeted with cheers. 

Mr. Graham retorted: “All right. Iam named 
for standing up for Socialism.” 

This caused renewed confusion, and at last 
the Right Hon. Henry Matthews, the Home 
Secretary, arose and moved that Mr. Graham 
be suspended. 

To this Mr. Graham said: 
don’t care.” 

Mr. Matthews’s motion was seconded, put to 
the House, and adopted without a dissenting 
vote. When the result was announced, Mr. Gra- 
ham said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I beg to apologize for any ap- 
parent discourtesy to you, but I consider that I 
have been suspended for standing up for So- 
cialism. I would be glad to argue the question 
before a hundred thousand people in Hyde 
Park.” 

Mr. Graham was suspended for a week. 

During the scene Sir John Lubbock, (Union- 
ist,) member for London University, who was 
sitting near Mr. Graham, tried to control the 
latter, urging him to obey the Speaker's call to 
order. Mr. Graham, in response to these well- 
intentioned efforts, said: “I don’t care a ——. 
I have been named for talking Socialism.” 

Immediately the motion suspending him was 
adopted Mr. Graham walked with a swagger- 
ing gaitdown the floor, saying as he went: 
“This House is aswindle. I am suspended as a 
Soclalist.” He talked until the door closed be- 
hind him.

NEW TEACHER AT HARVARD. 

a 
MOUNSTERBERG WILL TAKE THE 
CHAIR OF PSYCHOLOGY. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 4.—One of the most im- 
portant appointments made by the Corporation of 
Harvard in several years is that by which Prof. 
Hugo Munsterberg, M. D., Ph. D., of Freiburg, 
Baden, Germany, has been called to take charge of 
the Department of Psychological Experimentation 
for advanced students. 

In perfecting the advantages which Harvard is able 
to offer tostudents in psychology, Prof. William James, 
who is at the head of that department, found himself 
unable to devote as much time as was necessary to 
this important branch of the work. Accordingly, he 
has for some time been seeking to discover some one 


whose achievements would add strength to the ohar- 
acter of the original research. Sucha man has now 
been found in the new professor. 

About four years ago Prof. unsterberg published 
&@ treatise on ‘* Die illens eagane. which at- 
tracted attention, and was considered a masterly 
monograph, making a valuable contribution to the 
literature on this subject. He has since published 
three volumes of his * Bei 6 zum Experiment- 
alen Paychologie,” in which is displayed a brilliant 
theoretical originality and great ingenuity in de- 
vising experiments to test the truth of the various 
theories of thia science. 

These have caused munch discussion and oppo- 
sition, but it may be said that no one at his age, 
which is anderstood to be twenty-eight years, has 
created so much agitation in psychological circles. 
Although a young man, he has acquired considerable 
reputation and high standing among psychological 
men, 80 that his fame has already extended far be-

PRESIDENT PUTNAM BEATEN BY THE 
UCUHLMANN-BARRETT PARTY—JUDGE 
WALLACE LIFTS THE INJUNCTION 
FROM BARRETT’S STOCK. 


The frequently-deferred annual meeting of the 
Brooklyn Union. Elevated Railroad Company was 
held yesterday noon at the office of the company in 
Sands Street, Brooklyn. The opponents of President 
Putnam were decidedly in the majority in conse- 
quence of Judge Wallace’s refusal, in the United 
States Circuit Court, to restrain Mr. Anthony Bar- 
rett from voting on the 23,792 shares of stock held 
by him in trust. Gen. Wingate, Mr. Barrett's coun- 
sel, voted the stock yesterday for the Uhimann- Bar. 
rett ticket. 

President Putnam did not attend the meeting, and 
Mr. Edward Lauterbach presided. The first thing 
in order was the election of Ernst Thalmann and J. 
F, Blout to take the places of C. J. G. Hall, who re- 
signed, and Frederick Martin, who was absent. 
Both of the last-named gentlemen are friends of 
President Putnam. About 67,000 shares of stock 
were voted on, and the following new Board of Di- 
rectors was elected by a majority of 15,000 shares: 

Simon Uhlmann, Frederick Uhimann, Anthony 
Barrett, George W. Wingate, Louis Adler, Adolph 
Ladenburg, William Strauss, Abram J. Harden- 
burg, Simon Rothschild, Jacob Scholle, Edward J.

Inspectors of Election for next year were elected 
as follows: Max E. Bernheimer, William Hollis, Jr., 
Edward C. Schaeffer. 

The Directors will meet this forenoon in the com- 
pany’s office to elect executive officers. 

Following is an extract from the opinion filed by 
Judge Wallace yesterday morning in the action 


brought by Anna Hitchcock and others to enjoin 
Anthony Barrett from voting on the 23,792 shares 
of the Brooklyn Union Elevated Railroad held by 
him in trust: 

“Upon the facts as they appear in this motion it 
seems plain that the Brooklyn Company was fairly 
dealt with, anless its Directors made a clandestine 
profit at its expense. Among the promoters there 
were nine persons who were its Directors, and the 
plaintiffs invoke the well-recognized rale of equity 
that those who are Directors of a corporation cannot, 
while Directors, enter into and authorize contracts 
on behalf of the corporation and out of which they 
will personally derive a secret profit Undoubtedly 
such contracts are voidable at the election of the 
———— tquity forbids any person standing in 

fiduciary position from making any profit in any 
way at the expense of the party whose interests he is 
bound to protect without the fullest and most com- 
plete disclosure. 

“I shall not enter upon the inquiry whether these 
Directors attempted to make any secret profit in this 
case ur whether the Brooklyn Company by their ac- 
tion at the several stockholders’ meetings held prior 
to the inatitution of this suit has not ratified the 
transactions which are assailed. 

“ it should be said in justice to them that there is 
mnch to denote that there was no attempt by them 
to conceal their real part in the transaction, and that 
their acts were not regarded by the great majority of 
stockholders as involving any breach of trust, 

“Tam so strongly of the opinion that there is no 
ground upon which the suit can be maintained that 
I must decline to grant the interlocutory injunction 
whioh has been applied for. 

“The bill is filed by certain stockholders of the 
Brooklyn Elevated Railroad Company versus that 
corporation andone Barrett to réstrain the latter 
from exercising any act of ownership upon 23,792 
shares of stock of the railroad company, from voting 
thereon atany election of stockhoiders of the rail- 
road company, and to enjoin the company from rec- 
ognizing any title of Barrett to such shares. The 

laintitis allege that the corporation is controlled by 

directors who affiliate with Barrett, and refuse to 
protect the interests of the corporation.”

ROBERTS ON COAL RATES. 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
ROAD CONDEMNS READING’S METHODS. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—In an interview on freight 
rates on coal, President George B. Roberts of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad said to-day: “I have never 
been able to close my eyes to the fact that sooner or 
later the disparity between bituminous and anthra- 
cite rates would cause trouble to the anthracite car- 
riers who are also carriers of bituminous coal, and that 
sooner or later an equalization of the rates on both 
classes of coal would be forced upon them. The rates 
received for carrying bituminous coalare not over 
two-thirds of the rates per ton per mile anthracite 
coal is paying, yet bituminous coal rates are consid- 
ered fairly remunerative. The conclusion reached 
by the Inter-State Commerce Commission in the case 


of Coxe Brothers against the Lehigh Valley atso 
seemed to indicate that the two rates must be brought 
closer together. 

‘It has always been the policy of our company, as 
far as possible, to manage its traffic in harmony with 
its competitors, and our recent action simply made 
our rates conform as nearly as possible to those 
which werg then being charged by other lines. It 
was made necessary by the new system established 
by our competitors of making the rate bear a certain 
relative proportion to the selling price of the coal 
and resulted in a reduction of tho nominal 
rates which have been prevailing, and it seemed 
to me to tend toward a _ proportionate re- 
auction in the cost of the coal to the consumer. 
But if this is to be followed by an advance 
in the price of coal forced by a curtailment of the 
production, I fear it would be impracticable for our 
company to continue the policy it has always hereto- 
tore deemed wise to adopt, as we have never at any 
time been in harmony with the policy of restricting 
production for the toy am of advancing the price of 
a commodity, and the interests of our company are 
those of a transporter, whose object it is to stimulate 
the production of articles rather than restrict them.” 

Q.—Then I understand you, Mr. Roberts, that you 
do not think it would be to the interests of your com- 
pany or of any other large railway company engaged 
in transportation to adopt the policy that seems now 
to be pursued in the anthracite business of restrict- 
ing the production and advancing the price to the 
colsumer for the purpose of getting a better price 
for the oa] at the pit’s mouth and higher rates for 
transportation? 

Mr. Roberts—I do not believe, as already stated, 
that it is to the interest of the public or of any rail- 
way company engaged in its legitimate business as a 
transporter to become owners of coal property, so 
as to bring them, as both transportérs and producers, 
into antagonism With the interests of the community. 
This policy, however, having obtained among the 
larger companies, the Pennsylvania Kailroad Com- 
pany was compelled, — to my administration, 
toacquire some anthracite coal property for the 
protection of its customers on its lines as well 
as its transporting interests. This policy has 
been studiously avoided ever since so far as it 
was possible to do so. At the present time 
the manufacturing interests of the country as 
well as the mining industries are in a very depressed 
condition, and it seems to ks a necessity in the bita- 
minous traftioc, as well as in the iron industries, for 
the transporter to make concessions in a variety of 
waysin the ondeavor to keep these industries a 
productive condition. The policy now proposed, as I 
understand if, the handling of the anthracite product, 
is to be the reverse of this, and would mean an en- 
deavor to seoure higher prices for the anthravite 
coal which is so necessary to many of our industrial 
interests and also higher prices for the transportation 
thereof by curtailing the product. This certainly 
seoms to be a very unwise policy to pursue. 

Q.—Your company, then, is not ro to join 
the recent anthracite combination in their proposed 
methods? : 

Mr. Roberts—No, Sir; our company does not be- 
lieve that it is oither to the interest of the public or 
ofits shareholders to become a ey to a combina- 
tion which proposes to restrict the production of an 
article which is as necessary as anthracite coal to 
the commercial prosperity of the vonerrah a We be- 
Heve that any such policy must inevitably result in 
arraying the publicand the constituted authorities 
intrusted with the enforcement of the laws against 
the companies which pursue such a policy and in 
disaster to all corporate interests. 


A FLORIDA RUMOR DENIED. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 4.—There has been con- 
siderable interest awakened in railroad circles by a 
report that H. B. Plant, President of the Plant Rail- 
way and Steamship lines, had recently visited Jack- 
sonville for the purpose of examining the books of 
the Florida Central and Peninsular Railroad Com- 
pany, and that he had subsequently purchased that 
property. THE TIMEs’s correspondent to-day called 


upon the management of the latter company and re- 


ceived a denial of the report. 

The owners of the Florida Central and Peninsular 
Railroad say that their company has done much 
toward the development of Florida, and that much 
more rewains to be done in construction of branches 
and extensions, and that until this work is accom- 
plished the property is not for sale.

SPRINGFIELD, IlL, May 4.—The Republican 
State Convention for the nomination of a State 
ticket, headed by a candidate for Governor, and 
of delegates to Minneapolis was opened here 
to-day. After the preliminary organization 
had been effected the convention adjourned 
until 9 o’clock to-morrow. 

This action was taken in accordance with the 
programme laid out by the State Central Com- 
mittee some time ago, but it was not very pleas- 
ing to Gov. Fifer, who is a eandidate for 
renomination. He had more than enough votes 
to nominate him to-day, but the delegates voted 
down the proposition to hold a night session. 
Gov. Fifer is hampered in controlling the con- 
vention by having made an alliance during the 
preliminary canvass with Gen. Pavey, who de- 
sires to be Auditor. Pavey’s nomination is now 


considered by the Republican leaders as unde- 

sirable, because he is smirched by his record as 

a@ salary grabber. But Pavey has strength 

——- to make Fifer afraid to drop him off- 
an 

The situation as to the other candidates is un- 
changed, except that a strenuous effort is being 
made to concentrate the opposition to Fifer on 
Longenecker. Pavey is expected to withdraw 
his friends from the Fifer columa and throw 
them to Longenecker if the deal goes through. 

The preliminary organization was effected by 
the election of Congressman A. J. Hopkins as 
temporary Chairman. He made a speech on 
taking the chair, in which he referred to Presi- 
dent Harrison and Gov. Fifer in complimentary 
terms. The mention of their names provoked 
generous applause; but when in the course of 
his remarks he incidentally spoke of Blaine 
there was such a demonstration as has never 
been seen in any Republican convention in the 
Btate, not even at the one in which Logan’s 
boom was instituted. There was 2 round of ap- 
plause at the first mention of Blaine’s name. 
A moment of dead silence followed. Then the 
1,200 delegates, the men, women, and children 
in the galleries, and the guests on the platform 
broke out into cheering, waving of hats, hand- 
kerchiefs, and newspapers, and stamping of 
feet.

Senator Shelby M. Cullom was elected to-night 
to lead the delegation from Illinoia in the Min- 
neapolis Convention partly by the grace of 
Goy.

His dealings with Mercier, he said, were 
honorable and businesslike, and his subscription 
was voluntary.

NO NEW TRIAL FOR MURDERER ALMY. 

PLYMOUTH, N. H., May 4.—Murderer Almy 
was brought into court to-day on an applica- 
tion for a new trial. Chief Justice Doe an- 
nounced that the case had been opened for 
further evidence as to whether the murder was 
premeditated. The testimony was entirely 
medical, and after it was allin brief arguments 
were made by counse! on each side. At 4 o’clock 
the court took a recess until a decision should 
be reached. 

The Judges said they had carefully considered 
the new evidence: presented and found Almy 
guilty of murder in the first degree. The addi- 
tional evidence brought in had some bearing on 
the case, but was not sufficient, and.the court 
believed him guilty in the first degree beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 








HIGHER EDUCATION OF WOMEN. . 
PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—A new departure in the 
higher education of women was inaugurated by the 
University of Pennsylvania to-day when the gradu- 
ate department for women was formally opened. 
Women were admitted to the post-graduate courses 


of the university some years ago, but no special pro- 
vision was © for them. 

The new department will start with a force of 
thirty-three pperaasemp. and will grant to women the 
degrees of Master of Arta, Master of Science, and 
Doctor of Philosophy. There will twenty-one 
distinot lines of work, with many subdivisions. 

Ample dormitories have been provided for the 
women students, and there are eight endowed fel- 
lowships, each of which will enable one woman to 
pursue advanced study for two years without ex- 
pense for either board or tuition. 





HALLINGER MAY BE HANGED TO-DAY. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 4.—It is réported here on 
good authority that Hallinger, the wife-mur- 
derer now in Hudson County Jail awaiting 
execution, will be resentenced to-morrow and 
hanged before night. 

Hallinger has twice been sentenced but the 
execution has both times been stayed through 
the efforts of E. J. Peschall, who applied fora 
writ of habeas corpus and oause it was not 
granted appealed the case to the United States 
Supreme Court, which yesterday decided against 
Hallinger. 

Hallingor must now be resentenced. To pre- 
vent Peschall from again svpesling and stay- 
ing the execution he will sentenced and 
hanged the same day.

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION NOT 
LIKELY TO INSTRUCT ITS DELEGATES 
FOR THE PRESIDENT—FREE-SILVER 
COINAGE TO BE CONDEMNED. 


St. Paut, Minn., May 4.—Republican dele- 
gates have boen arriving here all day for the 
State Convention, which meets to-morrow to 
name four delegates at large to Minneapolis. 
The close observer of the work of the County 
Conventions has found no difficulty in discover: 
ing that the Minnesota delegation will not be 
for Harrison unless it is found that he will have 
@ majority anyway; in that event, of course, 
the North Star eighteen will gracefully swing 
into line for the Hoosier. 

Seven-eighths of the counties have indorsed 
the President's Administration, but refused to 


instruct for him, and reports say the mention of 
Blaine’s name has in all the conventions been 
greeted with wild enthusiasm. The fourteen 
district delegates have all been chosen, the last 
of them having been named at St. Paui to-day, 
and it is noted that every one of the fourteen is 
a shouter for Blaine. Wherever a Harrison 
man has shown his head he has been quickly 
shelved for one known to be for the Secretary 
of State. 

Of the four men slated for delegates at large, 
two—John §. Pillsbury of Minneapolis and Stan- 
ford Newel of St. Paul—are for Blaine if he oan 
From remarks dropped by 
some of the delegates this afternoon, it is in- 
ferred that Mr. Blaine has told Senator Wash- 
burn thatif the Minneapolis Convention should 
show a disposition to stampede to him he 
would not place a straw in its way. 

To-morrow’s resolutions will be brief. They will 
warmly commend the reciprocity feature of the 
tariff act, denounce the present House of Repre- 
sentatives for wasting its time, and take a part- 
ing shot at free silver and the Free Woo! bill. 


MAHONE AGAINST HARRISON. 


WORKING TO SHAPE THE ACTION OF THE 
VIRGINIA REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


RICHMOND, Va., May 4.—To-morrow the Vir- 
ginia Republican State Convention meets at 
Roanoke, and Mahone is working tooth and nail 
to shape its action so as to antagonize Harrison. 

The convention will adopt a platform and 
make a declaration as to the choice of a nomi- 
nee of the Minneapolis Convention. All the in- 
dications warrant the belief that no instructions 
will be given to the delegation. Harrison’s Ad- 
ministration will be indorsed and the delegates 


left untrammeled. This is Mahone’s policy, and 
it has been approved by a majority of the Dis- 
trict Conventions. 

Following the course of Northern States, the 
district delegates are elected in separate con- 
ventions held at some pointin the district. At 
the last National Convention Mahone lost his 
home district delegation by not adhering to this 
plan. Mahone will no doubt be re-elected to 
the Chairmanship of the State Committee, and 
very probably he will be indorsed for the place 
on the National Committee now held by Col. J. 
D. Brady. 

If this programme is carried out it will be a 
bitter pill for the latter. He and Mahone have 
been fighting each other ever since Harrison's 
election. In this campaign Mahone seems de- 
termined to dispose of his old lieutenant before 
the National Convention meets. 

The meeting of the District Convention of 
this (Third) district was held here this after- 
noon. It was largely composed of negroes. 
Lawyer Edgar Allan and ex-Congressman Wad- 
dell were selected as delegates to Minneapolis. 
They are both Mahone men, but favor Har- 
rison’s nomination. For this reason the General 
antagonized their election. He wrote here, it is 
said, to have Mitchell, the colored editor of the 
Planet, and Southward, a white city politician, 
chosen. This the negroes failed to do. The 
convention was lively at times, and Mitchell re- 
fused to be placated with a place as alternate. 
Mahone was indorsed for the Chairmanship and 
Brady’s place on the National Committee. 


RHODE ISLAND REPUBLICANS. 


DELEGATES TO MINNEAPOLIS WILL 
PROBABLY BE UNINSTRUCTED. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 4.—The Republican 
State and Congressional District Conventions for 
the selection of delegates to the National Re- 
publican Convention will be held in this city 
to-morrow. Itis announced thatthe selection 
of national delegates has been practically 
agreed upon, and that the following will proba- 
bly be selected: 

Newport County—John Nichols Brown; Wash- 
ington County—William Gregory; Kent County 
—William G. Reelker; Bristol County—Samuel 
P. Colt; Providence County—Henry A. Stearns, 
Frederic C. Sayles, Charles Fletcher, with the 
selection of the cighth delegate unsettled. 

Gov. Ladd, Ellery H. Wilson, Edward Thayer, 
Isaac L. Goff, and Walter A. Reed are men- 
tioned, and it appears likely that the last named 
will be successful. The delegates under the 
present arrangement will go to Minneapolis un- 
pledged to the support of any candidate, the 
withdrawal of James G. Blaine, who is undoubt- 
edly the free choice of at least a majority of the 
delegates, and the lack of any enthusiasm over 
the renomination of President Harrison, being 
cited as the reasons which will govern the con- 
ventions in taking no action to commit the dele- 
gation to a united vote. The delegates, however, 
have been selected by Senator Aldrich, and in 
case avy contingency should arise by which 
their votes would be needed by Harrison, they 
are assured for him. 


VIRGINIA FAVORS CLEVELAND. 


THE OPPOSITION WORKING FOR AN UN- 
INSTRUCTED DELEGATION. 


RICHMOND, Va., May 4.—Already considerably 
more than half ofthe delegates to the Democratic 
State Convention which mects here on May 19 
have been elected. Many of the counties have 
instructed their representatives for Cleveland, 
first, last, and all the time. 

The outlook is highly encouraging to the 
friends of the ex-President. It is possible that the 
convention may not consent to instruct the dole- 
gation to Chicago for any candidate, but the in- 
dications now warrant the conclusion that Mr. 
Oleveland’s friends will certainly have a majori- 
ty of the convention. The Hill people are send- 
ing out ap s to the counties to select unin- 
structed delegates to ¢he convention. Tho 
object of this policy fs to have as many untram- 
meled representatives in that body as poasible, 
so that when they get here the anti-Cleveland 
party leaders may endeavor to influence them 
yA con sending an instructed delegation to 

cago. 

Despite all these efforts, the counties con- 
tinue to bind their delegates for Cleveland. The 
Hill and other anti-Cleveland elements in Vir- 
ginia are not as hopeful as they were a fort- 
night ago. The fact that some of the very sec- 
tions of the State most relied upon for Hill 
— instructed for Cleveland has depressed 
them. 

The most of the Cleveland counties have not 
yet chosen their delegates. When these report 
they will swell the already large balance in 
Cleveland’s favor. The Cleveland people are 
well satisfied with the outlook. 


MAINE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


THEY WILL HOLD A STATE CONVEN- 
TION TO-MORROW. 


Banoor, Me., May 4.—The Prohibition Party 
of Maine is to hold a State Convention here 
Thursday, and to-night a mass meeting was held 
in the City Hall. Five hundred delegates were 
present, nine-tenths of whom have come out 
of the Republican Party. Nearly all the speak- 
ers were Methodist clergymen, among them 
being the Rev. B. C. Wentworth, Presiding 
Elder of the Bangor District, which comprises 
over one-third of the State. One speaker was 
pastor of a Quaker Hare, and a member of 
that church, Timothy B. Hussey of North Ber- 
wick, will be nominated to-morrow as standard 
bearer of the Prohibition Party in the next 
State election. 

The Republican Party and the action of Mr. 
Blaine in dodging a vote on a constitutional 
prohibition amendment were severely ar- 
raigned. The clergymen, all of whom are set- 
tled over flourishing churches, declared that 
the Prohibition Party wus for the masses and 
against the classes, and was opposed to the men 
who creates monopolies and corner the money 
market. 

The celebrated Prohibitionist and father of 
the Maino liquor laws, Neal Dow, will be pres- 
entatthe convention,and in the evening the 
Rev. A. A. Miner of Boston will deliver an ad- 
dress. Itlooks now as though the Methodists 
of the State were going over to the Prohibition 
Party. The nameof John St. Jobn of Kansas 
was liberally applauded, and one prominent 
clergyman said that W. J. Demorest, the New- 
York millionaire, would be the national candi- 
date for the party. St. John has declined.

HIGGINS HAS DELAWARE SAFE. 


AND HE WILL GIVE THE DELEGATES 
TO HARRISON. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 4.—From present ap- 
pearances, Senator Higgins will control the 
Republican State Convention which meets in 
Dover to-morrow without any serious oppo- 
sition. 

There will be really little to quarrel over in 
any event, butthe Higgins followers were 80 
zealous inthe work of eiecting deiegates last 
Saturday, while the opposing faction allowed 
the primaries to almost go by default, except 
in a few wards of this city, that the adherents 


of the Senator will be able to overcome any op- 
position that may spring up and run the conven- 
tion as he wills. 

Senator Higgins is expected to attend the 
convention in person and make a set speech. 
He is also down on the list for one of the dele- 
gates to the Minneapolis Convention, and has 

romised to accept. When it comes to select- 

ng his colleague from this county—the six 

delegates from the State will be apportioned 
equally between the three counties—there may 
be a conteat, although it will not be one of fuc- 
tional antagonism to the Senator. , 

Gen. James H. Wilson of New-Castle, the cav- 
alry officer of the late war who made himself 
famous 4 Ae turing Jefferson Davis, wants to 
go to the National Convention, and he will sit in 
the State Convention as a delegate from bis 
district. As a Higgins man Gen. Wilson's loy- 
alty is undoubted, but there are suspicions that 
he is not sound on the question of Harrison’s 
renomination. 

Gen. Wilson was very desirous of going into 
President Harrison's Cabinet as Secretary of 
War, but the President declined to gratify this 
laudable ambition, and the General has not 
been since credited with an amazing love for 
the present Administration. 

But above all things Senator Higgins, in 
view of the absolute control of Federal patron- 
age in this State conferred upon him by the 
President, is expected to send a soltd Harrison 
delegation to Minneapolis, and unless Gen. Wil- 
son can show that he js straight on this issue 
he will not have an opportunity of airing his 
grievance against the Administration in the 
National Republican Convention. 

If Gen. Wilson is not selected, as now seems 
probable, the choice will fall upon Col. Henry 
A. Du Pont, President of the Wilmington and 
Northern Railroad, and head of the powder. 
manufacturing firm of E. I Du Pont, Be Ne- 
mours & Co. He is a son of the late Gen. Henr 
Du Pont, who always took an active part in pol- 
itics, and was a valuable aid to the Kopublican. 
Party of this State. 

The Republicans are anxious to let the polit- 
ical mantle of the father fall upon the son's 
shoulders, and Col. Du Pont’s selection is very 
probable. He is not anxious for the honor, but 
itissaid he will not deciine if named by the 
convention. 

In Kent County, the stronghold of the Massey 
faction, the Higgins delegates are largely in the 
majority, but are disposed to be generous in the 
matter of national delegates. The slated can- 
didates are State Senator A. B. Richardson, the 
millionaire canner, and James Pennoewill, 
George V. Massey’s law partner. They are 
Massey men, but likewise stauch Harrison men, 
80 they will be named for delegates if they will 
accept. 

The Rev. J. 8. Willis, a retired Methodist min- 
ister with a greater fondness for politios than 
for the oe is an aspirant, but the Higgins 
machine has him slated for the Congressional 
nomination, and will hold him baok for the 
prosent. 

There is but one aspirant for the trip to Min- 
neapolis in Suesex County. It is Henry P. Can- 
non of Bridgeville, who was the Republican 
candidate for Congress in 1890. He is not sat- 
isfactory to the machine, however, being sus- 

ected of strong anti-Higgins tendencies, so he 
8 to be turned down, and his brother, Philip L. 
Cannon, sent instead. The other delegate will 
be Dr. Hiram R. Burton of Lewes, one of 8en- 
ator Higgins’s warmest friends and most influ- 
ential workers. 

The only business for the State Convention to- 
morrow is to elect national delegates, choose a 
State Central Committee, and adopt resolutions 
indorsing Harrison and Higgins and denounc-

MONTPELIER, Vt., May 4.—Many leading Dem- 
ocrats from all parts of the State are already 
here to attend the State Convention to-morrow, 
which will place a State ticket in the field and 
elect delegates to the Chicago Convention. 

Every other issue is overshadowed, however, 
by the fight over the Chairmansnip of the State 
Committee. Hiram Atkins has held the position 
for a score of years, and two years ago a still- 
hunt among the boys nearly resulted in ousting 
him from the place, as the leader was taken un- 
awares. Ever since that narrow escape Atkins 
has been preparing for the present contest. 

A hot canvass has been made, and the election 
of delegates has turned upon the issue of Atkins 
or anti-Atkins. A compromise has been sug- 
gested, and Col. B. b.

Hairax, N. §., May 4.—Information from the 
northern coast of Newfoundland depicts a 
wretched condition of affairs there. Owing to 
the ravages of the grip last year, the miserable 
inhabitants were unable to gather their usual 
catoh of fish. x 

Just before navigation closed the Govern- 
ment sent the people of Flower Cove sixty 
barrels of flour to save them from perishing 
during the Winter. For five months they have 
been out off from the outside world by ice. 
Early in February the people watched with 
horror the consumption of the last handful of 
flour. Whole families had not a orust of bread. 

There is not a barrel of flour on the whole 
coast between Bonne Bay and St. Anthony. 
Some people have already perished from starva- 
tion, and at the date of the last advices, March 
26, a terrible condition of affairs existed.

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SAIL POWER FOR WAR VESSELS, 


ear ae - w pdpicit 
ADMIRAL GHERARDI GIVES AN IN- 
STANCE OF ITS NECESSITY. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The. Navy Department 
has another evidence of the foolhardiness of 
abandoning sail power on its ships of war. 
There was not wanting ample evidence before 
it had been determined to discard the twa 
schooner-rigged masts of the Maine,.that place, 
might be given to two military masts, useful 
only for sighting from and as the location of 
not very formidable ordnance. 

Rear Admiral Gherardi now sends in a report 
which isin the line of preceding communica- 
tions from officers who have had tho: advantage 
of practically testing the value of sails. Tho 
Admiral’s report describes his trip north from 
Montevideo, which port the Philadelphia and 
the Concord left on Feb. 18. The ships arrived 
at Barbados on the morning of March 8, and, 
during the last thirty-six hours of the passage, 


the vessels were compelled torun at the re- 
duced rate of eight knots per hour, or nearly 
one-half of the regular s 4 

That part of the report which deals with the 
trip from Montevideo to Barbados is the most 
interesting. The Philadelphia had on board a% 
the time of sailing 1,046 tonsof coal, and the 
Concord had 435 tons. At no time during the 
passage waa there wind or sea suificient to havo 
rendered it unsafe in the ship’sdingey. The 
amount of coal on board the Concord was con- 
sidered by the Admiral as sufficient to take her 
to her destination and leave a margin for con- 
tipgencies, and fromthe account given by the 
Admiral, it seéms that it was by semething like 
chance that the ship was enabled to reach Bar- 
bados—that is, by chance and sail power. To 

d to the annoyances of the voyage, the ship’s 
bottom was fouled by the accumulations of 
nearly two months. J 

Light winds were experienced until latitude 
14° south, when an easterly breeze sprang up, 
which on the night of Feb. 28 shifted to lisht 
southeasterly and proved to be the southeast 
trades, when again it gradually shifted into the 
northeast trades and continued in that diroc- 
tion until Barbados was reached. From Feb. 
26 until her arrival at Barbados at no time 
was the Concord withgut sail, and Admiral 
Gherardi draws the following interesting pict 
ure of the Concord in a supreme effort to keep 
up with the procession: 

“Not only were the r ship’s-sails set, but the 
boats’ sails were also set in the posts, and the awn- 
ings were triced up and used advantageously, and 16 
would have been impossible for the Concord to have 
made the passage without 1 power, unless we 
coaled her at sea, which I had determined to do and 
at one time thought I would have to, and signaled 
to her commanding officer to prepare to receive on 
board, the next morning, forty-five tons of coal, 
which had been stowed in a bunker in bags, but fort- 
unately the wind freshened and, upon consultation 
with Commander Batchellor, by signal, he informed 
me he thought the passage could be made withour 
additional coal. 

“We were greatly disappointed on thereturn trip 
as regards the strength of the current. We expect- 
ed to find it in ourfavor. The total coal consumed 
from anchorarge to anchorage, by the Philadelphia, 
was 764 tons, and we arrived in port with 280 tons 
in the bunkers. In the case of the Concord 417 tons 
were consumed. She had 13 tons upon her arrival in 
Barbados, and it was with afeeling of satisfaction 
that we anchored. 

“From the inability of the Concord to make the 
passage without sail, I am_ convinced that a certai 
amount of sail —— should be given to all vessels 0 
the navy, and intimeof war, if deemed.necessary, 
the spars could be dispensed with.” 

Those who favor sail power in ships, whether 
supplied with steam or not, have extracted a 
great dcal of satisfaction out of the Admiral’s 
report.. It does net take much of an imagina- 
tion to conjure up a vessel floating aimlessly 
around, with empty coal bunkers and rapidly- 
depleting subsistence lockers. 

If the Concord had been in the Pacific, the re- 
sult would have been correspondingly moro 
interesting for those on board, for the bottoms 
of ships in that ocean fqnl much more rapidly 
than they doin the Atlantic Incidentally, the 
experience of the Concord will be an arcumeat 
in behalf of sheathing the bottoms of ships.

Our Washington dispatches give this 
morning some details of the information 
laid before the President by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission some five months ago in 
regard to violations in Kentucky of the act 
of 1883 relating to political contributions, 
By this information he learned that in the 
Second, Fifth, and Seventh Internal Rey- 
enue Districts of Kentucky a number of 
persons had given testimony that both 
the law and the rules relating to contribu- 
tions had been violated. This testimony 
implicated Collector Scorr (Fifth Dis- 
trict) in haying removed a deputy for 
refusing to pay an assessment; Collector 
McDowezii (Seventh District) in a like 
offense, and Collector FrLtanp (Second 
District) in having collected money through 
his son, who was also his chief clerk. The 
President learned further that five officers 
of the Internal Revenue Service had been 
indicted under the act of 1883. If these 
persons were guilty, the first penalty they 
should have incurred was dismissal from 
the service. Except as to those indicted 
no steps have been taken to ascertain the 
facts; as to the indicted officers, whose in- 
dictment was obviously prima facie evi- 
dence of guilt, they have not only not been 
removed, but some of them have been pro- 
moted. From this state of things it will 
not be difficult for the average Federal 

* office holder to infer how the President—no 
matter what he says—really feels in regard 
to political contributions.

The passage by the House of Representa- 
tives without opposition of a bill to admit 
to the inestimable privileges of an Ameri- 





can register two first-class foreign-built 
steamships, it is well understood, was due to 
the suggestion of Mr. Harrison's Adminis- 
tration. But what a commentary the whole 
transaction is on the policy of the United 
States under the direction of the Republic- 
an Party! For more than the lifetime of an 
average generation we have been forbid- 
ding our own citizens to buy foreign-built 
ships, and during much of that time have 
been offering considerable premiums to any 
of them who would build American ships. 
One of the arguments in favor of this arbi- 
trary legislation was that it would give us 
ships of our own in time of war and not 
leave us to depend on indifferent or hostile 
foreign powers. And the moment we want 
a couple of really good ships, we have to 
suspend our precious protective laws in or- 
der to get them from “‘abroad.” It would 
be amusing if it were not so humiliating. 











Police Commissioner MCCLAVE calls at- 
tention to the clause in the new excise laws 
which apparently restricts the authority of 
officers to enter upon licensed premises to 
make arreststo the time they are “‘ permitted 
by the license to be kept open for carry ing on 
the licensed business therein.” He thinks 
this will have the effect of giving practical 
immunity from arrest or interference dur- 
ing the hours at night when the sale of 
liquor is forbidden and on Sunday. There 
is another loophole in the law, to which we 
have more than once called attention. 
While it forbids selling liquor on Sunday 
and between 1 and 5 o’clockin the morning 
under regular licenses, it does not require 
the licensed premises to be closed and kept 
closed at those times. This provision of 
the old law could hardly have been omitted 
by inadvertence. If saloons may be kept 
open on Sunday so that customers may 
enter them, and if officers of the law may 
not enter them to make arrests, what is to 
hinder an entirely unrestricted traffic on 
that day? Evenif arrests might be made, 
it would be difficult to prove the selling, 
for if the saloons may be open and freely 
occupied for the consumption of drink, it 
may be sold for their use in bottles and 
kegs before the close of the regular busi- 
ness hours of Saturday night. 








We commented the other day upon the 
remark attributed to M. LouBeEtT, the 
French Premier, that the censorship of the 
press ought to be renewed in France for the 
discouragement of the Anarchists. Merely 
as a matter of policy the Government 
should avoid as long as possible such a con- 
fession of weakness as that renewal would 
be. Freedom of the press requires that a 
man should publish what he likes, subject 
to legal pains and penalties afterward, but 
not to suppression beforehand. A Gov- 
ernment censorship, having the power 
to prevent the publication of what 
the censor disapproves, is certain to be 
abused wherever itis introduced. It is a 
proof of the panic lately created in France 
that newspapers so sensible as the Zemps 
and the Journal des Débats should advo- 
cate the establishment of such a censor- 
ship. A law providing severe penalties for 
publishing incitements to crime would an- 
swer every good purpose that a censorship 
could fulfill and would not be liable to 
abuse. 


SENATOR HAWLEY ON THE PRESI- 
DENT. 


Senator Haw Ley of Connecticut is not 
the erdinary partisan. He not only usually 
tries to keep his party up to as high a level 
as possible, but he has at times acted in de- 
fiance of his party when his efforts to raise 
its standard have been in vain. He has 
had a long and honorable career in public 
life, having been now for a score of years 
a member of either the House or the Sen- 
ate. Yesterday he was selected to preside 
over the Republican Convention of his 
State, and made a formal and somewhat 
elaborate address to his fellow-delegates, in 
which necessarily the question of the candi- 
date figured prominently. He began by a 
brief eulogistic reference to Mr. BLAINE. 
He paid him the usual compliments on “ his 
brilliant and versatile mind, his chivalrous 
gallantry, and his ardent Americanism,” 
which, in the opinion of the Senator, ‘‘ com- 
pel friendship.” He omitted any reference 
to Mr. BuLatne’s moral qualities. It is 
aurious, but all the orators do that. It 
seems to be agreed that the admiration of 
his party and the love of. his immediate 
followers are wholly independent of such 
qualities. The assumption is not flattering 
to Mr. BLAINE; it is even less so to the Re- 
publican Party. 

Then Senator Hawiey turned to Mr. 
HaRRISON, and here his zeal or his feeling 
of the urgency of the occasion seems to 
have quite destroyed his usually rather 
clear sense of perspective. ‘‘ BENJAMIN 
HARRISON,” he declared, “ has proved him- 
self one of the ablest statesmen of the line 
of Presidents.” Remembering LINCOLN and 
the ADAMSES and JEFFERSON and Mapt- 
SON, to say nothing of WASHINGTON, this 
seems to be adulation that defeats its pur- 
pose. There is something to be said for 
Mr. HARRISON, but a prudent advocate of 
his claims to respect would carefully avoid 
comparisons. But Mr. Haw.ry did not do 
much better when he came to specify Mr. 

HARRISON’S achievements. “‘ He conducted 
the Treasury,” said the Senator, ‘“‘ when 
the Secretary was disabled.” We do 
not remember when that was, but 
we do recall distinctly that when 
the late Mr. Windom ‘submitted in 
his first report to Congress an elaborate 
plan of currency legislation, BENJAMIN 
HARRISON remarked in his message of the 
same date that he had not had time to mas- 
ter it, and intimated that when he did he 
wotld communicate with Congress. As he 
never said any more about it, it is fair to 
infer that he never succeeded in mastering 
it, a fact that makes Mr. HawLry’s allusion 
unfortunate. ‘‘Heis,” says Mr. HAWLEY, 
further, “‘a well-qualified substitute for 
any member of his Cabinet.” This is not 
high praise, though it may be intended to 
be. There is no one of first-rate ability in 
the Cabinet except Mr. BLaInE, and it is 
not an extravagant encomium to say that 
the President is equal even to him, while it 
is sheer clumsiness to suggest a comparison 
with WANAMAKER or ELKINS or FOSTER or

itons when he abandons actual or sug- 
gested comparison. ‘‘ Beginning with the 
Cabinet, his appointments of Judges and 
foreign Ministers, Commissioners, agents, 
officers of all the higher classes, have met 
the hearty and often enthusiastic popular 
approval.” This from one of the Senatorial 
advisers of the Executive is a very hardy 
statement. Does Senator HAWLEY remem- 
ber the reception accorded to the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Pat EAGAN, or to that of 
Judge Woops of Indiana, or to that of 
STEPHEN B. Evkrns, or to the earliest and 
worst of all, thatof WANAMAKER? Equally 
venturesome is the remark that “there 
have been no scandals in his Administra- 
tion.” What about TANNER, and Raum, 
and PORTER of the Census Bureau, and 
the Keystone Bank; and the connection 
with it of the Postmaster General? It 
would have been more accurate to 
say that no scandal has received any 
notice from this Administration. But 
Mr. HAWLEY reserves his warmest praise 
for Mr. HarRIson’s speeches. Well, these 
have been very numerous, and not by any 
means bad; they have sometimes defied 
criticism by their hopelessly commonplace 
character, but they have in a few instances 
been notably clear and sensible. But why 
should Mr. HAWLEY manifest such especial 
delight in the fact that Mr. HARRISON 
“‘has had the unprecedented good fortune, 
amounting to genius, to have never uttered 
a phrase pi¢ked up by the enemy for catch- 
words. of criticism’? Mr. Hawtry’s 
eulogy of the President reminds one of the 
cautious opinion of the apple crop given 
by a Norman peasant to M. RENAN: “ For 
a year when there are no apples it is a good 
crop; for a year when there are apples it is 
no crop at all.” 
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FOR CLEVELAND AND SOUND MONEY 

The Democrats of Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan held their State Conventions yester- 
day and left no manner of doubt as to 
their preference in regard to Presidential 
candidates. They were practically unani- 
mous for CLEVELAND, and even in the 
references to other party leaders and favor- 
ite sons nothing was heard of a man 
named Hitz of New-York. 

The Wisconsin Convention came squarely 
in line with the position announced some 
time ago by the Democrats of Minnesota 
on the silver question. The platform op- 
poses the “unlimited coinage of silver 
dollars of less commercial value than 
gold dollars as undemocratic, dishon- 
est, and specially hurtful to the farmers 
and laboring classes,” and it demands the 
repeal of the dangerous inflation act of 
1890. 

In the Michigan Convention there was 
a small minority of silverites who threat- 
ened to disturb the harmony of the oc- 
casion, but the matter was got over by 
ignoring the silver question altogether in 
the platform.. It condemned Republican 
financial legislation in general terms, but 
declared in favor of uniting in the coming 
campaign upon the ‘“‘supreme and over- 
shadowing issue of tariff reform.” 

The Democrats of the Northwest promise 
to be solid for tariff reform, honest money, 
and CLEVELAND, and there is a strong 
likelihood of Electoral votes for the Demo- 
cratic ticket in that quarter this year. 


HILL PRAISES HIS LEGISLATURE. 








Senator HILL is a member of the upper: 


branch of Congress, but he seems to know 
very little about legislation at Washington 
and to take little interest in it. He has been 
much moré occupied with legislation at Al- 
bany, where he has had no proper business 
to be at all. Yesterday he published a state- 
ment of his approval of the action of his 
Legislature, putin the form of an interview 
with a reporter, with the air of one who had 
owned it and had a peculiar right to com- 
mend its work. This Legislature was the 
final product of the Hill machine, so 
far as the political majority was con- 
cerned,’ and represented the “ bosses” 
rather than the people. Mr. Hii bestowed 
special praise upon the shortness of the 
session and the expedition with which 
its work was done. This is easily explained. 
Its most important work was cut out for it 
by the bosses, and rushed through under 
their orders with little regard for the rights 
of the minority. Few measures of conse- 
quence were proposed either by members or 
by committees, and little real consideration 
was given to them. There was hardly a 
debate worthy of the name. The bosses 
knew what they wanted and had their 
bills drawn outside of the Legislature and 
submitted by obedient tools with the un- 
derstanding that they were to be put 
through without other modifications. than 
they might assent to, and there was little 
for the committees to do, while the mem- 
bers of the majority were bound to obey or- 
ders. Itis easy to secure short sessions in 
this way. 

The Senator also says that the session 
was unusually free from scandal, which 
depends on the meaning given to the word 
“seandal” There was much scandalous 
legislation, but the dealings had been made 
with the bosses, and individual members 
had little chance for trading on their own 
account. The great corporations and the 
promoters of jobs like the bridge bills 
and the “Huckleberry” railroad monop- 
oly did not apply directly to the Legislat- 
ure, but to the big outside politicians, 
and, having obtained their favor through 
political contributions or the promise of 
them, or by taking them in ‘“‘on the ground 
floor,” had little occasion to use the iobby. 
The real lobby consisted mainly of H111, 
Murpuy, CROKER, and MCLAUGHLIN, and 
the big electric company was chartered and 
the effort to reduce telephone charges was 
defeated by their interference and not in 
the customary way of dickering directly 
for votes. 

Senator H1LL enumerates the great po- 
litical measures as among the achievements 
of the session to be proud of, the Constitu- 
tional Convention bill, the Enumeration 
bill, the Apportionment bills, &c. Some of 
these had been delayed for years, while one 
or both branches of the Legislature were 
Republican, because Hitt was Governor 
and would not approve of the measures 
passed. It was natural enough that as 
soon as the Legislature and Governor 
were in political accord they should go 
through. The mere fact of their passage 





involves no credit. The fact is that Hit. 
was chiefly responsible for the long delay 
in making the State enumeration and ap- 
portionment. When a Republican Legislat- 
ure passed a bill giving the appointment 
of enumerators to a Republican Secretary 
of State, the Governor insisted that they 
should be appointed by County Clerks, 
but when a Democratic Legislature pro- 
vided that the appeintments should be 
made by a Democratic Secretary of State, 
that plan became unobjectionable. It was 
a political squabble that prevented the 
enumeration from being made in 1885, and 
Goy. Hitt was the chief squabbler. Of 
course, a Democratic Legislature, with a 
Democratic Governor in the executive 
chair, had no difficulty in passing these 
measures, and they were put through with 
as much regard for partisan advantage as 
was practicable. 

Senator HILL has specially high praise to 
bestow upon the three worst measures of 
the session—the Excise bill, the Tammany 
Election Inspectors bill, and the so-called 
Freedom of Worship bill, He calls the new 
excise law, which was framed with a special 
view to giving a Tammany Excise Board in 
this city full control over the liquor dealers, 
‘just and equitable ” and not ‘‘subject to se- 
riouscriticism.” This is sufficiently compla- 
cent, considering the very serious criticism 
the law has met from all who are in favor of 
a strict regulation of the liquor traffic. The 
absurd ‘‘ Freedom of Worship” act he con- 
siders “ a righteous law,” and he repeats 
the stale argument about the Election In- 
spectors bill making the laws “ uniform 
and equal,” asif the same provisions were 
appropriate in a country town and a large 
city. Gov. FLOWER, who has been so 
obedient to the Senator and the other 
bosses, comes in for his meed of gracious 
praise, and the cheerful but defunct dic- 
tator winds up with the assurance that 
“the Democratic Party of New-York is in 
splendid fighting trim.” 

This assurance is highly diverting, consid- 
ering the damage that Hix has done with 
his snap convention and his machine Leg- 
islature, which have put in serious peril 
the prospects of the party that would 
otherwise have been without a cloud. Its 
hope is now in the rallying of the rank and 
file to the new enrollment andin the wise 
action of the party outside of this State. 
Its fighting trim has been sadly impaired, 
butit may yet be brought in line when 
national issues and national candidates 
representing the better tendencies of the 
party have caused HILL and his Legislature 
to be relegated to the background, if not 
entirely forgotten. 








GOVERNMENT ARCHITECTURE. 

Architects and persons specially interest- 
ed in the subject have known for many 
years that the Government architecture of 
the United States was in a most unsatis- 
factory condition. Various attempts have 
been made by the profession to improve its 
condition, but these have failed, mainly by 
reason of the apathy of the public, which 
was reflected by the representatives of the 
public in Congress. The avidity with which 
members of Congress sought for appropria- 
tions for public buildings in their respect- 
ive districts has not been attended with 
any solicitude that the buildings, when se- 
cured, should do credit to the towns in 
which they were built or to the Govern- 
ment. The office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, in Washington, has been the source of 
the designs for all the Government build- 
ings, as well as the place of supervision, 
which its name imports. 

This fact is admitted to be the main 
cause of the architectural defects in the 
public buildings and the explanation why 
these do not embody the best results of 
American architecture or do justice to the 
attainments of the architectural profession. 
Even if the Supervising Architect were at 
the head of his profession as a designer, 
it is not possible, under the conditions 
which now prevail, that he should pro- 
duce works as creditable as are produced 


‘in private practice, or that they should 


be built aseconomically. He has too many 
other things to do. The proper work of his 
office, that of supervision, is enough to tax 
the time and the energies of any man. AS 
a matter of fact, the design of new build- 
ings is relegated to subordinates in his of- 
fice, who are perforce intrusted with proj- 
ects so important as to require the best 
efforts of the leaders in the profession. 

A few weeks ago a delegation, including 
the President, Vice President, and Secre- 
tary of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, and some of the leading architects of 
the country, including an ex-Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury, had a hearing 
before the House Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds, in which they 
pointed out the defects of the present sys- 
tem and indicated a more excellent way to 
obtain the designs and to carry on the con- 
struction of publicbuildings. This hearing 
has borne fruit in a bill reported from that 
committee which proposes to make avail- 
able for the purposes of the Government 
the architectural talent of the country. 
The bill authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to select architects to prepare the 
designs and to superintend the erection of 
public buildings, by competitions in each 
of which not less than five architects shall 
take part, and to pay for the cost of the 
designs out of the appropriations for 
the bpildings. There is no question 
that this method, if faithfully and 
intelligently followed, will result in a 
distinct improvement in the Government 
architecture. This method of limited com- 
petitions is inferior only to the method of 
direct selection, which seems to be regard- 
ed by members of Congress as unavailable. 
As Mr. KENDALL, the President of the in- 
stitute, pointed out to the House commit- 
tee, itis the method followed, with excel- 
lent results, in obtaining a design for the 
new State House in Rhode Island, while 
the method of direct selection under pro- 
fessional advice has been followed in the 
architecture of the Columbian Exposition 
with results that will assuredly be highly 
creditable to the country aud greatly en- 
hance the reputation of American archi- 
tecture in Europe. 

There need be no fear that the new 
method will be more expensive than the 
old,: even including the cost of the compe- 
titions, which would be saved by a direct 
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-selection of architects. At the hearing 
before the committee it was shown that 
the Government buildings cost from half as 
much again to twice as much per cubic 
foot as such great and ornate edifices as 
the Chicago Auditorium and the Boston 
Public Library, without including in the 
cost of the former the expenses of the Su- 
pervising Architect’s office, while in the lat- 
ter cases the architect’s fees are reck- 
oned as part of the cost of the build- 
ing. Under the proposed system the 
Government will undoubtedly get more for 
its money, in architecture, in good and 
substantial building, and in comfort and 
convenience, than it has been able to get 
heretofore. The whole business of the 
Supervising Architect’s office, excepting 
only design and local supervision, and in- 
cluding all the financial part, is left to that 
office. The matter of design is left to it 
also in all cases in which the new 
method may prove inapplicable. The 
bill is permissive and not mandatory, 
and simply authorizes the Secretary 
of the Treasury to obtain architects 
by competition, when that course seems to 
him advisable. It is inconceivable that 
any Secretary of the Treasury who is an 
enlightened man should not take ad- 
vantage of the authorization whenever an 
important public building is to be erected. 
Under an intelligent administration of this 
system it may be expected that an employ- 
ment as Government architect may be- 
come as much a professional prize and as 
sure a proof of professional eminence in this 
country asitnow is in France. Decidedly 
the bill reported to the House ought to be- 
come law. 


JIMMY AND THE JOB. 

It is our duty to inform Mr. “ Jimmy” 
MARTIN that he is in a mo«' perilous posi- 
tion. We do not refer to his recent col- 
lision with Superintendent ByRNES. From 
that he has recovered, though somewhat 
damaged, thanks to the great precedent es- 
tablished by GALLUP, that a statute discov- 
ered to be non-enforcible on account of 
popular wrath may be considered to be 
‘*permissive and not mandatory.” 

The peril that now invests Jimmy af- 

feots his good name. His reputation is at 
stake, and reputation, as Jimmy knows, 
for he has read it in PuBLius Syrus, is 
more valuable than wealth. But the 
hounds that chase the March hare are not 
swifter than Jimmy must be in clearing 
himself from the suspicion of which he, all 
innocently, has become the object. 
. JIMMY will remember that on the 28th 
ultimo he attended a meeting of the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund, He is 
not a member of that board, but he prob- 
ably forgot that. At the meeting in ques- 
tion Chamberlain CRAIN moved that 
$500,000 of dock bonds be issued to pay 
for twenty-two parcels of land lying along 
the shore of the North River, opposite 
Riverside Park. Controller Myers said 
that was too much; he moved that the issue 
be of $275,000 only. Whereupon JrImMy 
leaned over and advised or instructed 
Chamberlain Crain to move for half a 
million or as much as might be required, 
which the Chamberlain obediently did. 
But by compromise.the amount of the 
issue was fixed at $300,000, 

The twenty-two lots in question are ap- 
praised for taxation at $83,000. They are 
not worth half a million dollars. They are 
not worth $300,000. Of the actual origi- 
nal owners the lots not already belonging 
to the city could be bought for less than 
$200,000. 

Now, does Jimmy not see how he has im- 
periled his good name? When the Huckle- 
berry Railroad bill was hustled through 
the Legislature and signed by the Govern- 
or of the gelatinous spine, it was alleged 
on trustworthy information’and general 
belief that Tammany chiefs and Tammany 
subalterns were “in the thing up to their 
necks,” as these men would say in their 
own strange speech. But if a Tammany 
chieftain had been in Riverside Drive wa- 
ter-front real estate up to his larynx he 
would have behaved precisely as JAMES 
behaved at the mecting of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners. He would have in- 
terceded for the larger sum, since no Tam- 
many man is ever content with little when 
much is to be had for the asking. Inshort, 
through his abounding good nature and “‘ to 
oblige a friend,” we suppose, the Hon. JIm- 
MY MaRTIN, President of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, has exposed himself to 
the accusation that he is concerned ina 
real estate job to swindle the city. 

Beyond all doubt there is a real estate 
job in this water-front purchase, which is 
a good thing in itself perverted to bad ends 
by Tammany. We have not the slightest 
doubt that Tammany men are “in” the 
job, and of course they intend to swindle 
the city. But Jimmy is not of that base 
breed. He would not swindle the city. 
Let any citizen ask him, and note well his 
answer. Hehasareputation to protect, a 
good name to save. 

We feel sure that the gentleman will 
thank us for calling his attention to the 
matter. He owes it to himself to take steps 
at once to dispel the suspicions that his 


thoughtless conduct has occasioned.

NEW-YORK AT THE BIG FAIR. 


PLANS FOR THE STATE BUILDING WERE 
ACCEPTED YESTERDAY. 


ALBANY, May 4.—The World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners received to-day at their headquarters in 
the Capitol the plans for the New-York State 
Building prepared by McKim, Mead & White. 
Some few changes will be made in the cutting 
up of the floor space, but the general outline bas 
been definitely decided upon. 

The site for the building is directly opposite 
the mage Liberal Arts structure and alongside 
the space which has been allotted to Pennsy 
vania for its building. It is 225 by 150 feet. 
The idea in the mind of the Commissioners has 
been to create a building economical in its 
construction, appropriate for the purpose for 


which itis intended, and monumental in char- 
acter, as befits the headquarters of the State of 
New-York. 

The architects, given this general idea upon 
which to work, have prepared plans which 
ought to meet with the approval of every son 


or daughter of the State who visits the fair. 


The style is that of the Italian Renaissance. 
The building will be 97 feet wide and 198 feet 
in length, which includes open terraces at‘either 
end. There are two towers midway between 
the terraces and the centre of the building. 

The ground or first floor will be divided up 
into a lounging room at one end for men and at 
the other for women, Post Office, information 
bureau, and retiring rooms. On the second 
floor the chief space will be given up to a large 
assembly room, 42 by 82 feet, which may be 
used for dancing, general meetings, or as a 
lecture room. On this floor over the men’s room 
will be the headquarters of the State Commis- 
sion. Back of that a sizable room will be 
equipped for the use of newspaper corre- 
spondents. At the other end there will be an- 
other general women’s drawing room. 

The material of which the building is to be 
constructed will be white. The trimmings will 
be In terra cotta. It has been suggested that 
after the fair is over the building be presented 
to the Sons of New-York of Illinois, an organ- 
ization whichis empowered to hold property 
and has been in existence fora number of years. 
By them it could be moved to one of Chicago's 
handsome avenues—Michigan, probably—and 
there used as a clubhouse and general head- 
quarters. 

It is expected that the building when com- 

leted will cost somewhere from $80,000 to 
$100,000 more than that of any State except 
Illinois. The State building at the Centennial 
Exhibition of 1876 cost only $6,272.99. The 
entire appropriation was $25,000. John Boyd 
Thacher, who opposed the proposition for an 
5 Se neo larger than $300,000, thinks that 
if the work is confined to its original scope the 
commission will have no difficulty in keeping 
within the appropriation. There is to be no 
State exhibit. This building is simply to be a 
general rendezvous for visitors from the Em- 
pire State. 

Next week the Commissioners expect to have 
completed their list of women managers, of 
whom there are to be twenty-five. The district 
managers either on Saturday or Monday will 
start in a body for Chicago to look over the 
ground and get some idea of what New- York 
ought to do as its share toward making the fair 
a success. New-York is the only State which 
has more than a single Board of Managers. 

The idea of having a supplementary or dis- 
trict board composed of three from each of the 
judicial districts was to create more general in- 
terest throughout the State in the work, and the 
commission is hopeful that their plan will re- 
sult successfully. They are particularly anx- 
ious that the merchants and business men gen- 
pet should realize the importance of making 
exhibits. They have not thus far met with the 
support from the business community which 
they consider the enterprise warrants. 





KINGS COUNTY’S DELEGATION. 


THE IMPOSSIBILITY OF HILL’S NOMINA- 
TION WILL RELEASE IT. 


From Yesterday's Brooklyn Fagle. 
The ineapability of Hill’s nomination will 
early appear, unless a substantially miraculous 
revolution of manifest tendencies within De- 


mocracy should occur. Thatincapability form- 
ally shown, the Kings County Democracy will 
be released from Hill. So will the delegation 
from New-York State. That a majority of such 
delegation will be glad to be released could 
easily be demonstrated. 

The promise supplied, when such a fact is 
considered, by the unabated friendship of the 
Democratic organization here for Grover Cleve- 
land is manifest. The wisdom is unmistakable 
of the course pursued by the friends of the May 
convention in this county in not antagonizing 
the local organization. The discretion and res- 
ervation of speech imposed by all these mat- 
ters and by others on the Syracuse gathering, 
when it assembles, become evident. The move- 
ment of which that gathering will be repre- 
sentative has already expanded from hostility 
to an individual and from preference for another 
individual into one for the preservation of the 
cause of true Democracy, real tariff reform, and 
honest money. Itis no longer merely or neces- 
sarily at all anti-Hill or pro-Cleveland. It holds 
in it the ark of the Democratic covenant. 

The Kings County delegation have an uncom- 

leted Hill pledge on their hands. They will be 
faithful to it and free after it.

Parker was told yesterday that his services — 


were no longer required, and he told the em-— 
ployes in the office and stables. The men are 

all attached 0 Parker on account of his fair 

dealing, and they deelared that they would go 

on strike, but Parker advised them against it 

and reminded them that it would not be easy 

for them to get new pices. 

At noon the new Superintendent arrived at 
the stables, and was followed by a platoon of 
police, whom he had asked for, as he feared dis- 
turbance. 

A number of old drivers who left the Sixth 
Avenue railroad with Miller also came, ready to 
take the places of such men as might atrike. 
Two of the old drivers did strike, but Parker 
told Miller that he need not fear a general 
strike. Thereupon the officers were sent away, 
and the men who had come to loox for work 
also departed. 

Then the stablemen wanted to quit work, but 
Parker told them to remain at work. Many of 
the drivers were present, and Miller said that 
allthose who did not want to work for him 
had better get out of the stables at once. 

One employe said the men wanted their old 
boss, whereupon Miller discharged him, and the 
next minute six other drivers struck work. The 
other men became greatly excited, and again 
wanted to strike, but were calmed down by 
Parker. 

There were threats of a strike in the evening, 
but the men continued to work untii the hour 
for closing the stables, and then went quietly 
to their homes. 





CANADA AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 


THE QUESTION OF THE LATTER’S AD 
MISSION TO THE DOMINION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 4.—The correspond- 
ence between Newfoundland and the Imperial 
and Dominion Governments relative to the ad- 
mission of Newfoundland into the Dominion 
Confederation has been made public. 

On March 6, 1888, Lord Lansdowne, in a dis- 
patch to H. A. Biake, Governor of Newfound- 
land, said that, in the opinion of his Ministers, 
the admission of Newfoundland might then be 
conveniently discussed. He advised sending a 


_deputation to the Parliament then in session. 


On the same date Lord Lansdowne advised 
the colonial office. He says in his cable to Sir 
Henry Holland that events had the effect of 


again calling attention to tne mconveniences of 
consequences arising from the separation 
of Canada and Newfoundland whenever 
the commercial interests of both coun- 
tries are involved in negotiations with 
a foreign power. Hoe added that, after consult- 
ation with some of the leading men of the is)- 
and, the Cawadian Government was ied to be- 
lieve that the proposals for the incorporation of 
Newfoundland into the Federal Union would be 
favorably rogarded by the political parties in 
that colony. 

Gov. Blake, in replying April 6, said the in- 
vitation to send a deputation would be accepted, 
and that the delegates would start on June 10. 
A postponement was made to Sept. 12, and on 
Sept. 20 the Governor concluded the negotia- 
tions, saying his Government had postponed the 
departure of the deputation.

THE EXECUTION OBTAINED BY 


THE “BARONESS” STAYED. 


WIFE WILL MAKE COUNTER- 
CHARGES IN THE DIVORCE SUIT 
AND WILL HAVE LOTS TO SAY— 
BOTH INDULGE IN POINT SCORING. 


Yesterday was a period of active point scor- 
ing forthe “ Baron” and“ baroness” Blanc. 
Each took counsel with lawyers, and, acting 
upon advice, proceeded with measures not cal- 
culated to heal the breach between them. 

The “ Baron” was the first to get started. 
In the forenoon he sent to the Hotel Albe- 
wmarle for such of his things as still remained in 
the possession of the “‘ Baroness.” What he got 
would not have filled a handcart, so the clerk at 
the hotel affirms. 

The “ Baron” neglected to send an itemized 
list of the articles he wanted. He was dis- 
pleased and showed it by shrugging bie shoul- 
ders. He fied again to his attorneys and the 
matter of obtaining a writ of replevin for the 
rest of the articles was discussed, but the con- 
clusion was not made public. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, attorney for the 
“ Baron,” scored a strong point for his client 
before Judge Ingraham inthe Supreme Court. He 
obtainedan order requiring the “ Baroness ”’ to 
show cause why the judgment of $46,000, which 
she had obtained against the Litofuge Manu- 
facturing Company—the concern of which the 


handsome “Baron” is the ostensible head, 
front, and centre—should not be set aside, aud 
staying the execution against the company’s 
property at the office, 62 John Street. 

The “Baron” rubbed his hands in glee over 
this achievement. He smiled from behind a 
cigarette he had just lighted andj remarked 
that, although Right might not always be at 
the bast, still her inning was sure to come, aud 
it looked as if,-in the present game, it had begun 
now. > 

Up at the handsome stables 34 West Twenty- 
fourth Street, where the baronial equipage is 
kept, there was an element of disturbance. The 
, Baren ”* had asserted a claim to the establish- 
ment, which the “Baroness” disputed. There 
were four carriages, three horses, five dogs, an 
oil painting of the dogs grouped in front ofa 
horee bianket embroidered with the baronial 
crest and monogram, a coachman, and 4 groom 
or two involved. 

The lease of the premises was in the 
*“Baron’s” name. So the ‘“ Baroness” wrote 
him a little note, asking him what he proposed 
to do about it. 

To this the “Baron” answered that he pro- 
posed to quit paying rent, and if she had any 

roperty there she had better be looking after 
ft The message was not couched in just those 
terms, but that was the substance of it. 

The “ Baroness” then sent a@ second note of- 
fering to take the lease off his hands. He of- 
fered no objection, but explained that it must 
be done during the day, for, positively, he 
should pay no rent after date, May 4. To this 
the * Baroness”’ returned no reply. 

in the morning the “Baroness” went 
driving. She returned in season to send such 
things as seemed — to the “ Baron” by 
his man. Then she lunched, was out from 1 till 
3, returned, dressed for an afternoon drive, and 
received a reporter. She was paler than her 
wont, and somewhat excited. 

“This morning the Baron sent a great big 
man here for his things,’’ she announced. “ it 
didn’t take long to get rid of them. And you 
gee we lave a few things left,’ she added, 
waving her hand to indicate an apartment 50 
tilled with furniture and bric-a-brac that none 
but a skillful person could steer a safe passage 
across it. She smiled to emphasize the situa- 
tion. 

“JT am not saying or doing anything just now 
in this matter,” said the *‘ Baroness.” ** I’m let 
ting the Baron exhaust his ammunition. When 
he gets done he’ll find we have some left. The 
whole thing has arisen from money matters. 
Money has done it—divorce suit and all. Ob, 
we shall have lots to say. 

“Why, it was only this morning—to show you 
what the Baron is doing and that 1 am not 
at all friendless—that the Baron's valet came 
to my room.

Street. When told what the “ Baroness”’ Blanc 
had said she expressed the greatest surprise. 

“Can I contradict that statement ?”’ she asked, 
and was told that she could. 

“Then I do contradict it,” said she, raising 
both arms toward heaven and showing her 
teeth in alaugh. “It is nottrue. Why; I don’t 
know the man. I neversaw him. I can’t say 
it strong enough—that is one man in New-York 
that I don’t know.” 

When spoken to about his wife’s charges of 
infidelity the ** Karon” shrugged his shoulders 
and shook his head.

THE STATEN ISLAND ACT QUICKLY PUT

The Richmond County Board of Supervisors 
surprised the politicians of that county yester- 
day by appointing a Police Commissioner for a 
term of three years and the two citizen mem- 
bers of the new County Board of Excise Com- 
missioners, putting the board in a position to 
organize at once. 

This organization will be effected, it is be- 
lieved, this afternoon. 

The meeting of the Supervisors was called 
over @ week ago for the transaction of routine 
business, and the Supervisors themselves de- 


clared that it might be a week or more before 
any appointmen —_ made. 

It was generally believed that the liquor men 
would endeavor to secure the appointment of 
men favorable to themselves, and there would 
be a long fight. 

The first intimation of the proposed action of 
the Bupervisors was given when County Judge 
Stephens, who, with the Supervisors, constitutes 
the Board of — of Police Commis- 
sioners, met with the Supervisors, and they re- 
appointed Dr. George C. Hubbard, the retiring 
member of the Police Board. Dr. Hubbard re- 
ceived 5 votes and William Parkinson 1. 

The Board of Supervisors p a resolution 
that the two citizen members of the Board of 
Excise should be appointed from towns not 
represented in the Police Board, fixed their 
aakart at $700 per year, and the salaries of the 
Police Excise Commissioners at $3 a day, for 
not more than 100 days in each year, and elect- 
ed unanimously Thomas Mullin of Southfield 
for the four-year term and George Van Name of 
Northfield for the two-year term.

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MR. HARRISON’S JUGGLERY WITH 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


THE COMMISSION GIVES HIM EVIDENCE 
OF FLAGRANT VIOLATIONS — WIT- 
NESSES DISMISSED — CRIMINALS, 
THOUGH INDICTED, PROMOTED. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—In his last message to 
the Congress Mr. Harrison devoted about 300 
words to the Civil Service Commission and came 
to the conolusion that “‘ the law-is being execut- 
ed with impartiality and that the system is in- 
comparably better and fairer than that of ap- 
pointments upon favor.”. 

Compared with his attitude toward civil 
service reform, Mr. Harrison's utteraiéés seem 
to indicate that he finds this a good subject to 
juggle with. Evidence exists that the Adininis- 
tration has rewarded, with promotions, officials 


in Kentucky who have been guilty of the most’ 


flagrant violations of the civil service law. 

THE Times printed yesterday the proceedings 
before the House Committee on Reform in the 
Civil Service, in which the fact was brought out 
that United States revenue officials residing in 
Kentucky who had been indicted for corrupt 
practices had not been punished. _ 

This matter was first brougbt to tle-attention 
of the President last December by theGivil 
Service Commission in a letter containing all 
the evidence that body had received. He was 
told that in the Fifth Internal Revenue District 
of Kentucky E. F. Tucker, a Deputy Collector, 
had been removed in September last because, 
as he alleged, he would not comply with the de- 
mands of the Collector regarding political as- 
sessments of officials. 

Tucker claimed that, with the knowledge of 
Coliector Scott of that district, an attempt was 
made to assess the subordinates in the internal 
revenue offices 5 per cent. of their salaries, and 
that the General Storekeeper and Gauger s0- 
licited the contributions. 

From the Seventh Kentucky District came a 
complaint of L. A. Slade, who declared that he 
had been removed from the position of Store- 
keeper and Gauger by Collector Thomas O. Mo- 
Dowell because he refused to vote for a given 
man for National Committeeman: also, that an 
assessment of 10 per cent. on the salaries of 
local minor internal revenue officers was made 
in June last by Major Hancock and Charles O. 
Reynolds, both in the Internal Revenue Service. 
The Collector, it was charged, consented to the 
collections being made. 

Similar charges were made by L H. Axton 
of Owensborough, Ky., against officials of the 
Second Internal Revenue District. John 
Feland is the Collector in that district. Axton 
told the commission that in July last Feland 

ermitted assessments of from $25 to $50 to 
Se made on officers under his control. ‘Those 
who lacked sufficient funds gave their individ- 
ual acceptanoes, according to Axton, in favor 
of William Feland, son of the Collector, and 
chief clerk of the office. He charged also that 
several hundred dollars were raised in this way 
to support the candidacy of John Feland, Jr., 
for County Attorney. 

The remaining charges made by Axton were 
that the Collector authorized N. 8. Roark to 
collect. throughont the district for him, H. 
G. Overstreet and Gabe Crutcher being im- 

licated; also, thatin April last Collector Fe- 

and, his son William, and the clerks under him 
were concerned in a general assessment of the 
minor internal revenue officials for convention 
purposes, $10 being the amount exacted from 
each person. 

Axton inclosed in his communication to the 
commission a letter written by E. P. Adams, a 
district deputy under Feland, asking a fellow- 
employe outright for a contribution of $25. 

John W. Lane made affidavit that he was 
directly solicited by Adams and also by Roark, 
the latter demanding a contribution of $30. 
Lane said that he spoke to the Collector in re- 
lation to the matter, and that the latter said he 
could do as he pleased, but that he (Feland) ex- 
pected to do “his part.” 

J. 8. Barnett submitted an affidavit reciting 
that he gave his check to Roark and that he was 
also solicited by C. N. Buchannon, to whom he 

ave his acceptance for $25 in favor of William 
feland. He charged also that William Feland 
deprived him of $10 of his pay for political pur- 

ones. 
ar affidavit by I. O. G. Barnett was to the 
effect that he gave a check for #10, payable to 
William Feland as a political contribution. 
Roark had asked him for the money. 

The commission toid the President, in its com- 
munication, that the case against Collector 
Feland and his son and the other subordinates 
seemed very strong. The penalties for offenses 
of the kind, he was informed, were dismissal, 
under General Rule 1, and criminal prosecution 
under Sections 11 to 15 of the civil service law. 

Itseemed to the commission that the com- 
plaints should at once be investigated, but as 
the commission had not the facilities of the De- 
partment of Justice, it was suggested to the 
President that the papers in the case be turned 
over to that department for such action as they 
might seem to call for. At the same time the 
commission offered to undertake a preliminary 
inyectigndea if the President so desired. 

Mr. Harrison replied that the Department of 
Justice had been instructed to prosecute the 
oases where it was found that the civil service 
law had been violated. The value of such 
alleged prosecution may be estimated from the 
fact that, although indictments were secured 
against a Deputy Collectorof Internal Revenue, 
a United States storekeeper, two gaugers, and 
a temporary storekeeper, not one of these per- 
sons has been dismissed from the service. Some 
of them have even been promoted and received 
special work. 

Information comes from Kentucky that em- 
ployes of the revenue service who testified 
against the men finally indicted have lost their 
positions in consequence of their action. 


HOLMAN OBJECTS IN VAIN. 
Economist Holman (Dem., Ind.,) was 80 great- 
ly vexed by the action of the House in appro- 
priating money to add one cruiser to the navy 
that it took him three entire days to regain his 
usual composure. From the zeal with which he 


to-day 0 yee the taking up of the River and 
Harbor 3 1, and his evident chagrin following a 
mostcomplete defeat, he may be expected to 
show areturn of the untoward symptoms fol- 
lowing the authorization of a single cruiser te 
the navy. 

When Mr. Blanchard (Dem., La.,) attempted 
to get the floor with the River and Harbor bill, 
Mc Holman objected and endeavored to secare 
prior consideration of the Post Office or Fortiti- 
cation bill. Mr. Holman cajled for votes in the 
House on both motions made by him and se- 
cured two votes by tellers. He hadonly a score 
or more of supporters, and could not hve held 
all of them to record on demand of a call of the 
roll. 

The River and Harbor bill proved an attrac- 
tion to both sides of the House, the Republicans 
voting solidly—Reed in the forefront—to have 
the bill considered. Mr. Blanchard at last over- 
came all the obstacles to consideration, and, 
with Mr.‘ Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) in the chair, he 
proceeded to make the opening speech of the de- 
Date, the time for which is unlimited. 

AFTER SECRETARY NOBLE, 

In the Pension Office investigation to-day, 
Representative Enloe (Dem., Teun.,) called the 
attention of the committee to the fact that Sec- 
retary Noble had declined to furnish the papers 
relating to the dismissal of special pension ex- 
aminers. Mr. Enioe said he wished to see the 

apers, because he had reason to believe Theo- 
eo Smith had preferred unjust charges against 
a number of employes. He asked that the House 
be requested to take action on it. 

Representative Brosius (Kep., Penn.) pro- 
tested against any inferences being drawn 
against the integrity of any officer of the Gov- 
ernment arising out of his assertion of the con- 
atitutional right to control removals without 
being answerable to Congress. 

Chairman Wheeler said Secretary Noble got

Con- 
gress is prayed to appoint a special committes 
to inquire into the expediency of raising all 
revenues by a land tax, exclusive of the value 


of improvements, and to the exclusion of tariif 
and internal revenue taxes. 
MR. SNODGRASS’S DISCOVERY. 

Mr. Snodgrass (Dem., Tenn.,) made a dis- 
covery, after the passage of the bill of Mr. Cock- 
ran (Dem.,N. Y.,) “To encourage American 
shipping,” that was communicated to the House 
to-day with manifestations of great distress, 
Hie rose to what he supposed was a question of 
privilege, with a preamble reciting that the 
House had been led to suppose that the ships 
referred to in the bill did not come within the 
beneficiary clause of the Postal Subsidy bill of 
March 3, 1891, and a resolution asking that the 
Senate be asked to return the bill to the House. 

Then, having been informed by Speaker Cris 
that he would be heard, Mr. Snodgrass declare 
that the House had been imposed upon. This 
nettled Mr. Cockran, and he denied actos a9 f 
and with sufficient spirit that any member had 
imposed upon a fellow member in that matter. 
Tart reflections of an apologetic sort were ex- 
changed between Messrs. Snodgrass and Cock- 
ran, but Mr. Snodgrass insisted that, if the 
House had been as well informed as he evi- 
dently thought it was the business of the House 
to be, it would not have passed the bill. 

After Mr. Snodgrass had made this admission, 
which was in the nature of a general confession 
to which many members might have subscribed, 
he was told by the Speaker that he had no ques- 
tion of privilege. All that the resolution 
amounted to, said the Speaker, was an assertion 
that the bill should not have passed because the 
House did not understand it. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION “COMPROMISE. 
Following close upon the action of the Senate 
in adopting the report of the conferrees on the 
Chinese Exclusion bill, the House to-day, after a 
short discussion of the provisions, agreed to 
their report, and the bill is now in the hands of 


the President. . 

There has been no measure before Congress 
that has so stimulated the activity of the Con- 
gressional statesmen from the Paoltic coast. It 
has appeared to be a matter of life and death to 
them to have something done that would make 
the life of Chinese persons now in this country a 
burden, and to those not now here, but who 
would like to come, entrance an absolute im- 
possibility. 

« Mr. Hitt (Rep., IlL.,) aenounced the confer- 
ence bill as abominable. “Never before,” he 
said, “in a free country has there been enacted 
such a system of tagging a man as if he were a 
dog. Never before has such a law been applied 
to a human being except convicts and slaves.” 

It wae all tono purpose, however, to appeal 
to gentlemen to observe the faith of the Nation, 
as plighted, by treaty, for the conference report 
was sustained—yeas 185; nays 28. The China- 
man had very few friends. Seventeen of the 
men who opposed the conference bill were Dem- 
ocrats and eleven were Republicans. 


MR. CONNELLY’S FORESIGHT. 
“Honest John” Connelly of the Nineteenth 
New-York Assembly District, came to Washing- 
ton to-day and is now busy seeing the sights. 
“Tam here to get an idea of how business is 
transacted by Congress,’’ Mr. Connelly said to- 


night. To-morrow he will visit both houses in 
search of the desired information. 

Incidentally, Mr. Connelly says he will not be 
a candidate for the Assembly this year, and that 
he is “inthe hands of his friends,’’ [f all his 
constituents could hear John recite ‘* Fonte- 
noy,”’ there is little doubt that a movement 
would soon be under way to send him to Con- 
gress. 


YOUNG FALES’S CRIME 





CAPITAL. 


HIS PLEA OF NO INTENT TO KILL 
PROBABLY OF NO AVAIL, 


NEWARK, N. J., May 4.—Alden Fales, the 
fifteen-year-old boy who killed and robbed Mes- 
senger Haydon of the Potter Bleachery jyst 
after Haydon had returned from the bank with 
the amount of the payroll in his pocket, told a 
-startling story when he was arraigned before 
Police Justice Hayes this morning. 

“What is the charge against this young 
man?” the Justice asked in a perfunctory way. 

** Murder,” was Police Superintendent Brown's 
response. 

For the first time the youth seemed to realize 
his peril. 

“Is it as bad as that, Mr. Brown?” he gasped. 
When the Police Justice asked him if he had 
any statement to make,he frankly told the 
whole story of his crime. 

He had been employed in the bleachery and 
had learned that the men were paid every Sat- 
urday and the women every second Saturday, 
and that Haydon always went to the bank for 
the money and ascended to the bleachery 
through the abandoned haliway. 

He bad been contemplating the robbery of the 
messenger for two weeks. He might have at- 


tempted it the Saturday of the week before last 
but thathe knew that that Saturday was not 
one of the full pay days. 

Last Saturday he saw Haydon go out for the 
money and, armed with a balestick, which he 
had borrowed at Expressman Ashford’s stable, 
he stationed himself inside the hail door. 

As Haydon entered and sprang to the steps, 
Fales stepped up behind him and dealt him a 
blow on tue head. As Haydon fell, Fales drew 
a chloroform bottle from his pocket and applied 
a handkerchief, which he had saturated, to the 
fallen man’s face. When Haydon had suc- 
cumbed to the anwsthetic, Fales took $500 
trom his pocket and ran away with it. 

A trifle less than $400 of the stolen money 
was surrendered by the boy when he Was ar- 
rested last night. Of the rest, he gave his 
mother $20 and spent part for new clothes and 
buggy rides. 

ie says that he intended to go on a little 
jaunt to Boston and other places, and would 
have started on Saturday but that he learned 
that his victim had died, and he was afraid of 
directing suspicion to himself by a too hasty de- 
parture froin town. So be remained till he had 
been arrested. 

He says, too, that after the death of Haydon 
he did not care what became of him, and that 
he was not sorry when the police apprehended 
him. He insists thathe had no idea of killing 
the man, and seems to have been sustained by 
the belief that that plea would avail to saye 
him from the gallows. - . 

The use of a deadly weapon and lying in wait 
are presumptive of intent to gill, under the 
New-Jersey law, and, in addition, the law de- 
clares thata homicide perpetrated in the cont- 
mission of another felony is a capital crime. 

It is suspected that the young murderer has 
been contemplating his bloody crime for months. 
Heehad told some of nis companions in the 
bleachery, while he was still at work there, that 
he was going off s00n to have a big time, and 
that when he went he would have all the money 
he needed. 

Two of his uncles—brothers of his mother— 
are serving terms in the State prison for bur- 
giary. Their names are Egbert, and the police 
know them well. 

When they were placed on trial Mrs, Fales 
went herself to the court to ask that they be 
sent to State prison. She wanted them removed 
so that her family of growing ehildren would 
escape thoir influence. Mrs. Fales herself en- 
joys an excellent reputation. 

When her son handed her $20 of the money he 
took from Haydon he explained that he had se- 
cured employment as a collector, and he is said 
to have even exhibited a little account book, 

repared for the emergency, in corroboration of 
his falsehood. 

The fact that the boy’s father committed sui- 
cide three months ago is cited in support of the 
theory that the young murderer may have 

jelded to an insane impulse. There seems to 

ave been a deal of method about his madness, 
and neither his conversation nor his manner in- 
dicates a lack of intelligence. He will be sixteen 
years of age on the 26th of this month, but he is 
as tall and well built as a youth of eighteen. 

Fales insists that he alone was concerned in 
the murder and robbery. 

Late this afternoon he was brought down 
from the jail and Police Superintendent Brown 
had along conference with him.

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| CANADA WANTS FAIR PLAY 


SEE FEARS THE PRESIDENT WILL 
HURT HER CANAL BUSINESS. 


GOVERNMENT URGED TO COMPLETE 
THE ‘*sO0” CANAL IN CANADIAN 
TERRITORY — TREATED WELL IN 
THEORY, BUT NOT IN PRACTICE, 


OTrawa, Ontario, May 4.—A section of the 
Canadian press is alarmed at the proposed 
message of President Harrison recommending 
discrimination against Canadian vessels pass- 
ing through the Sault Ste. Marie Canal on the 
Michigan side. In view of the alleged treat- 
inent accorded American craft traversing the 
Canadian canals Canadian vessel owners are 
also sharing in the alarm, and the Ottawa au- 
thoritios have been urged to hurry to comple- 
tion the canal now under construction at Sault 
Ste. Marie in Canadian territory. 

Unfortunately, however, for Canada, the S00 
Canal will not be completed until 1894. It will 
cost nearly $4,000,000. Inthe meantime Can- 
ada’s vast shipping trade from Lake Superior 
ports, like Fort William and Port Arthur, is at 
the mercy of the United States Executive. This 
situation is all the more embarrassing as the 
Canadian railways have been quite nnequal to 
the task of bandling the Manitoba and North- 
west grain crop. 

The proposed discrimination against Canada 
is regarded in official circles as very unjust and 
as a violation of the treuty of Washington. If 
the Ottawa authorities have equally violated its 
provisions in the matter of the 8t. Lawrence 
canals, granting Amerioan vessels privileges in 
theory but refusing them in pointof fact, the 
same blame, it is asserted, attaches to the United 
States. 

Under the order in Council passed the other 
day by the Dominion Government at the solici- 
tation of ship owners, it is provided that vessels 
passing through the Welland Canal shall pay 
the regular rate of 20 cents a ton on the grain 
they carry, Whereas those proceeding to Mont- 


eal through the 8t. Lawrence Canal shall re- 
ceive a rebate of 18 cents a ton. 

The arrangement applies equally to United 
States and to Canadian vessels. ‘Che American 
vessel, equally with the Canadian vessel, that 
passes to Montreal receives the rebate. The 
Canadian vessel, equally with the American 
vessel, that goes no farther than Lake Ontario 
receives no rebate, 

According to the American view, however, 
the system discriminates against American 
shipping, for it taxes vessels which unload their 
grain at Ogdensburg 18 cents higher than ves- 
sela which continue the journey to Montreal. 
Montreal is thus favored at the expense of the 
New-York lake or river ports. 

President Harrison’s scheme of retaliation is 
notnew. It was firat suggested by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. That body de- 
clared that the St. Lawrence Canal rebate was a 
violation of the canal clauses of the treaty of 
Washington, and recommended that, as a meas- 
ure of justice, the Soo Canal should no longer 
be free to Canadian vessels. 

Thut the Canadian arrangement is a violation 
of treaty rights is a charge open to question. 
The treaty of Washington specities that Can- 
adian and United States veaseis shall be treated 
alike by Canada in respect of canal tolls. It 
also stipulates that the United States Govern- 
ment shall use its influence with the various 
States to induce them toextend to Canadian 
vessels equal rights upon the American canals, 
the Erie, for example. 

Immediately the treaty was adopted, Ameri- 
can vessels were accorded the privilege of 
using the Welland and St. Lawrence Canals on 
the same terms as those applicable to Canadian 
vessels, although, of course, it is Canada and 
not the United States that meets the interest 
7 the outlay necessary to the construction 
of these expensive and necessary works. When 
the Americans were asked to pay the agreed 

rice for this liberty, namely, the extension to 

Janada of equal privileges on the State canals, 
it was found that New-York State had really 
opened its canals to Canadian barges. 

A Canadian barge thereupon loaded with lum- 
ber for the Hudson. But when Whitehall was 
reached the United States customs authorities 
intervened, and insisted that the barge be un- 
loaded. The matter was referred to Washing- 
ton, and it was there decided that the letter of 
the treaty had been sufficiently observed. The 
canals were open to Canadian vessels, but all 
such vessels using them had to remove their 
cargo, and at the tirst United States port they 
happened to touch. 

if any Canadian vessel wished to take advan- 
tage of the treaty privileges of passing through 
the American canals, it must do so empty. This 
ruling, of course, nullified the arrangement. 
Canada had the right to use the State canals in 
theory, but not in practice. The authority 
which agreed to use its influence to secure this 
right actually stepped in to render it useless.

NINTH DISTRICT REPUBLICAN

The Harrison transparency that adorned the 
front of the clubhouse of -the Republican Club 
of the Ninth Assembly District, in Abingdon

These decorations were put up by order of the 
Executive Committee of tne club, but when the 
club itself met on Monday night it ordered 
them te be removed, because they were regard- 
ed as an insult to Vice President Morton and an 
injury to President Harrison. 

The club gave the Executive Committee forty- 
eight hours to remove them, and appointed a 
special committee consisting of Henry Olsten, 
John J. Brown, and J. T. Hackett to do the work 
if the Executive Committee failed to do it. 

The Executive Committee did not disturb the 
decorations, and when the forty-eight hours were 
up last night the special committee carried 
out its instruction, and caused some excitement 
in Abingdon Square hy so doing.

THE PAVERS’ GRIEVANCES. 
ONE OF THEM AFFECTS ALSO THE TAX- 
PAYERS OF THAIS CITY. 


The pavers, rammermen, and paving cutters on 
Third Avenue, West Street, and West Fifty-eighth 
Street did not go out on strike yesterday, becauso 
one of the brauches of their trade had not been duly 
notified of the order to strike. The Secretary of the 
Paving Cutters’ National Union said that to-mqrrow 
evening a mass meeting of all the unions engaged 
in the paving-block industry would be held at 52 
Union Square for the purpose of taking united 
action, aud that on Friday morning between five 
and six hundred pavers, rammermen, stone 
handlers, and paving-block catters would go out on 


striko. 

The strike in this city will bo partly a sympa 
thetic one to help out the locked-out quarrymen and 
cutters in New-England. Although the pavers of 
this city say they have. grievances of their own, 
they will not make an issue of them just now. 

The Secretary of the union said that the lock-out of 
the quarrymen in New-England had been brought 
about by the refugal of the New-Kngland Paving 
Contractors’ Association to sign @ contract with the 
union on May 1, as has been usual. 

He says that many of the blocks used by some pav- 
ing contractors in this city are larger than are al- 
lowed by the specifications of the contract with the 
city. It is claimed, the Secretary says, that the 
streets of European citiés have pavements that do 
not need repairing so often as those in American 
cities because emaller paving blocks are use than 
ia American ojties. 

The specifications here call for blocks of from 8 to 
12 invhes long and 314 to 45 inches thick. The con- 
tractors, however, use many blocks from 12 to 17 
inches long and thick in proportion. They buy the. 
blocks by the thousand, there boing no extra charge 
for larger stones, while they do the work of paving 
at so rauch per — yard. Of course they can 
economize be using fewer blocks and less gravel ani 
pitch, and from reports made by pavers, the In- 
speotors, who get $4 a day from the city, know of 
these frauds and wink at them.

SOME NEW OAB OARDS.

/ Arpany, May 4.—Gov. Flower is following tne- 
pace set him last Saturday by his conscience, 
David B. Hill, and if he keeps on disposing of 
pills as he has done thus far this week, he won’t 
Dsvo enough to give him occupation to the end 
of the thirty days allowed him. 
' To-day thirty-nine bills reached the Secretary - 
of State’s office, all bearing date of May 4. 
Nono of them was of general importance, but 
the taxpayers of the localities affected by most 
of them are likely'to groan over the appropria- 
tions authorized. To vary the monotony & 
trifle, he disapproved of four bills, writing a 
brief memorandum to go with each. In veto- 
fug the bill entitled “An act to provide for a 


Police Commission in the Town of Flatbush, 
Kings County, and to establish a police force 
therein,” the Governor said : 

“It doos not seem to occur to public officers asking 
for an increase in oe ereney that they could, by 
resignation, allow their piaces to be filled by persons 
whoily competent and willing to serve the com- 
munity at tho rates fixed by law. There is seldom 
any diiiculty in securing proper persons to fill all 
the oifices in this State at the present salaries.” 

Two other bilis of which the Executive did not 
approve raised the salaries of the Surrogate 
and County Jud of Rensselaer County. In 
vetoing these bills the Governor says all sala- 
ries and compensation of local officers should be 
regulated by the localities themselves. In writ- 
ing the above, Gov. Flower evidently forgot that 
only two or three days ago he signed the But- 
falo Dog Catchers bill, to which an amendment 
he/i been made which will add to the income of 
the City Treasurer of Buffalo some $15,000 a, 
yoar in fees. The authorities of Buffalo say 
tat théy knew nothing of this amendment, and 
do not approve of it. Still the Governor signed 
the bill without the slightest compunction and 
without consulting the “local authorities” of 
whom he prates in to-day’s memorandum. 

Gov. Flower’s memory seems to be most con- 
veniently short at times, and he manages to cat 
his own words from day to day with the ease 
with which his predecessor office accom- 
plished the same feat. 

Senator Edwarde’s bill entitled “ An act to 
promote the publio health by deepening, chang- 
ing the course of, and enlarging the channel of 
tne Conewango Creek in the Counties of Catta- 
raugus and Chautauqua, and changing the 
course of Davis Brook and making an appro- 
priation of $10,000 therefor,” was also vetoed. 
he Govornor declares the bill to be uncon- 
gtitutional. If the people of the locality 
want the improvement let them pay for it them- 
‘solves, he says.

ie was one of the gentlemen whom the bosses

The visit of three Brooklyn men-—Senators 
‘McCarren and McCarty and Corporation Coun- 
self Jenks—to the Executive Chamber yesterday, 
rosulted this morning in the Governor’s signing 
a large number of bills relating to Brooklyn— 
twenty-six in all. Mr. Jenks came up as the 
representative of Mayor Boody. One of the 
bills signed authorizes the ae 4 oft Brooklyn to. 
Epend $600,000 upon a new public library; an-* 
other to expend $600.000 toward the erection 
of a new building for the public departments of 
the city. lt is expected that this new municipal 
building will be placed directly in the rear of 
the present City Hall, on the vacant lots next 
the Manicipal Building. 

Senator MoCarty’s bill authorizing the Depart- 
gmont of Parks in Brooklyn to lay out new parks 
in that part of Kings County beyond the city 

imits was signed. Another bill authorizes 

ayor Boody to appoint Parkway Commission- 
ars. Anotherauthorizes the Franklin Avenueand 
Ocean Avenue Railway Company to use elec- 
tricity as a motive power. Bills were also 
signed authorizing Brooklyn to construct a pier 
2% North Second Street and to build the strect 
s@wer to the pier lina, and providing for the as- 
sessment of the cost of widening North Second 
Street and for the street’s improvement. 

Then came the salary grabs. The Fire Mar- 
sual’s salary is increased to $3,500; Mayor 
Booty is authorized to appoint two Subway Com- 
missioners, with salaries of $3,000 each; a col- 
jateral inheritance tax clerk in the office of the 
County Clerk of Kings at a salary of $2,400. 
Still another bill authorizes the Brooklyn 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to reg- 
ulate and fix the salaries of a large pumber of 
other Brooklyn officers.

SOME OBJECTIONABLE MEASURES. 


POLITICAL .INFLUENCE INIMICAL TO 
BROOKLYN INTERESTS. 


Most of the Brocklyn measures signed by Gov. 
Flower yesterday have had public support, but 
some of them have been opposed by men not im- 
mediately interested in the profit that is to be 
made out of them. 

The one providing for the appointment of a 
commission to lay out a shore drive has been 
the most generally denounced. It originated 
with Elijah R. Kennedy, who, witha few own- 
ers of fine horses, desires a driveway along the 
snore to Fort Hamilton. 

Conservative estimates place the cost at from 
$2,000,000 to $3,000,000, and it would be neces- 
sary to expend fully $100,000 a year to keep it 
in repair and maintain a police force to pu.rol it 
and preserve order. 

The cost would fall, not.on the abutting prop- 


erty owners, whose land would be greatly in- 
croased in value, but on the thousands of poor 
rent payers in the city at large, who would reap 
no benefit at all. 

Another bill that excited some opposition was 
the one appropriating $600,000 for a free library. 

The arguments advanced against it before the 
Mayor were that the money should be spent on 
the low-grade public schools, which are greatly 
overcrowded, or in connection with the existing 
jibraries, which are almost free. It was also 
feared that the erection of the building and the 

anagement of the library, being in the hands 
of the municipal officials, would soon be used 
by the local political machine. 

The Twenty-sixth Ward Sewer bill, which ap- 
propriates $1,000,000 to be spent for sewers in 
that ward, has failed of passage several times 
because Mayor Boody’s predecessor was 0 
— to lending the city’s credit for the sole

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


The annual meeting of the American Jorsey

‘cerning Presidential candidates is concerned, [ 
am sure that there are more Democrats who 
favor the nomination of Mr. Cleveland than are 
attached to all other candidates combined. 

“Tn fact, almost no other name is mentioned 
asa firet choice. The leading papers of our 
BState—those published at Memphis, Nashville, 
and Chattanooga, all with large circulation 
and influence—represent fairly the sentiment of 
the State when they favor Mr. - Cleveland. 
They do not seriously discuss anybody else, as 
A 2 their readers think of hardly any one 
elee. ~ 

“There are a good many Democrats who favor 
Gov. Boies as a second choice. They know of 
his achievementin twice eoreying aState Repub- 
lican for s0 many years, and they have for him a - 
regard and respect that would bring them to his 
support if he were looked upon seriously as a 
candidate, but they do not consider that he is 
such. As yet, in fact, they scarcely look upon 
anybody else being in the field other than Mr. 
Cleveland. 

“An attempt was made early in the canvass 
‘to work up some Hill sentiment in our State, 
but it was not successful. At one time, Gov. 
Buchanan came out for Hill, but he found so 
little encourgement that he was soon compelled 
to take the back track. 

‘In fact, there 1s no talk of Hill at the pres- 
ent time,except among the Alliance people, 
whe, having captured the Democratic organi- 
zation two years ago and nominated their can- 
didate tor Governor, have had some idea of 
trying to repeat this success during the present 
year. Gov. Buchanan is essentially their repre- 
eentative, and when he gave up Hill it only re- 
mained forthe more radical members of that 
organization to continue their support, so far as 
an outsider can judge. 

“Gov. Buchanan is a candidate for renomina- 
tion, and be and his friends have pledged them- 
selves to stand by the party whether he is nom- 
inated or not. Thisof iteelf would dispose of 
eny claims that the Republicans might make of 
thelr ability to carry Tennessee, a dream in 
which a good many of them have indulged for 
several years; but there is no likelihood that 
they will be ableto do this. The majority of 
the caucuses and conventions already held have 
instructed in favor of the nomination for Gov- 
ernor of Judge Peter Turney, who has been one 
of the Judges of our Supreme Court for the last 
twenty-one years and is now its Chief Justice. 

“It has been customary to give a Democratic 
Governor two terms, but Gov. Buchanan’s fail- 
ure inthe labor troubles in the mines of our 
State during the past two years has been so 
sonptienets that he has greatly weakened him- 
self with the Democratic Party. He is there- 
tore not likely to be nominated, while Judge 
Turney’s chances are growing every day. 

“There has been a great change in public 
sentiment on the silver question since Mr. 
Cleveland wrote his letter in February of last 

ear. ‘ 
she Many of our people who then favored free 
coinage have been led to study the question 
and have reached the conclusion that Mr. Cieve- 
land was about right. 

“ A few days before leaving home I received 
a letter from a friend, who s that he was a 
candidate for delegate at large at the National 
Convention, a that he expected to be chosen. 
He said he had defined his position as being in 
favor of the nomination of Mr. Cleveland and 
of tariff reform and opposed to free silver. This 
will show something of the change of sentiment 
in our State, and, as I beliove, in most of the 
States of the South. 

“ There is general recognition of the fact that 
Mr. Cleveland is not only the strongest, but the 
logical,candidate of the party during the present 
contest, and thatif he is not nominated it will 
be extremely difficult to elect another man.”

THE NEW COMMISSION HEARS EN- 


GINEER WILLIAM E. WORTHEN. 


The new Rapid Transit Commission, which is 
to determine whether the route under Broad- 
way and the various lines proposed ought to be 
built, held another session yesterday at 18 Will- 
iam Street.

Mr. Worthen stated that, according to the 
plans, there would be a station every tive blocks 
under proatwer, He had not taken into con- 
or on what damage to basements and areas 
might be sustained by property owners trom 
the taking of space for station rooms. 

Mr. Potter went over the engineer’s report, 
and the engineer asserted that the tunnel could 
be safely built without disturbing the surface 
of the street except in one or two places, and it 
could be well ventilated. 

John Bogert, State Engineer for some time, 
also came out in favor of the plan, and said he 
believed the building of the tunnel was feasible.

MR. M’CLAVE TALKS FRIELY 
ABOUT THE NEW KXCISE LAW. 


ENTIRELY A LIQUOR DEALERS’ MEAS- 
URE — THE POLICE PRACTICALLY 
POWERLESS DURING “ILLEGAL” 
HOURS—SCALE OF LICENSE FEES. 


“ If this doesn’t mean rum at all hours of the 
day and night, and the police powerless to act, 
Ihave put a wrong construction on the law,” 
said Police Commissioner McClave yesterday 
when he was asked what he thought of the new 
excise law. 

He said, further: “I cannot see that there 
can be any doubt as to its intent. It is in its en- 
tirety aliquor dealers’ measure, giving the rum- 
sellers full scope, and the Legislature and Gov. 
Flower, who signed the bill and made it a law, 
must shoulder the responsibility. Take the sec- 
tion, 38, which reads: 

“* Every officer authorized to makearrests on 
criminal process in any city or town in which an 
licensed premises are situated may enter upon suc. 
sae Mestaon te bo kegs apen auc omtying on ths 
licensed business therein. ’ 

“ How can any one construe this to mean 
other than that during legal hours the police: 
are permitted to enter licensed places and make 
arrests, but that they cannot, and, in fact, must 
not, interfere with rum selling during hours 
that are regarded as illegal by the very law that 
licenses liquor saloons ? 

“All the law will do will be to make every 
one run to shelter under a license, for though I 
can see nothing to hinder the police in dealing 


with unlicensed places, let a saloon keeper once 
get a license and he can snap his fingers at the 
police if he will only pull his shades down when 
time comes for closing up, to avoid a complaint 
of ‘exposure,’ which a patrolmen on the street 
might make. 

* What are we going to do about it? I cannot 
see that we can do anything except to promul- 
gate the law tothe precinct commanders, the 
Inspectors, and the Superintendent. 

“No doubt before Friday we—I and my col- 
leagues—will meet and disoussthe matter. We 
may decide on calling on the Corporation Coun- 
sel for advice and perhaps order some arrests 
as a basis for test cases. have not had an op-

The Excise Commissioners yesterday an- 
nounced the fees for every class of license ex- 
cept the new all-night license. They will have 
agreed upon that by this evening. The figures 
are substantially as given in yesterday morn- 
ing’s Times. The hotel license will cost $250. 
Ten beds are necessary to warrant a hotel ap- 
= The feo agreed upon is the max- 

mum fee authorized by law. 

The regular saloon license will cost $200. 
This is $50 leas than the maximum fee author- 
ized by law and is the same as the fee demanded 
under the old law. Under the new law there 
is no such thing as an ale, wine, and beer li- 
cense, as there was under the old law. The new 
law provides, however, for an ale and beer 
license for a tee of from $30 to$60. The Excise 
Commissioners have agreed upon $50 as the 
figure to be demanded for this class of license. 

President of the Excise Board Koch says that 
he regards it as a good thing that wines are tot 
now included under the ale and beer license. 
Under the old ale, wine, and beer license, he 
says, licensees had little difficulty in selling 
whisky and other hard liquors from bottles 
labeled with the names of wines. 

Storekeepers’ licenses for sales of less than 
five gallons, not to be drank on the prem- 
ises, will be granted on the same scale of fees 
as under the old law. The law says they can be 
granted for from $30 to $250. The scale of fees 
is as follows: Sales of $5,000 and under, $50; 
sales of $10,000, $100; sales of $15,000, $150; 
sales above $15,000, $200. 

It was at first deemed best to grade the prices 
of all-night licenses from $50 to $150. That 
plan has been abandoned, however, and it has 
now been decided to set a fixed price for all- 
night licenses or else set two fixed prices, one 
for hotels and another for saloons. This point 
will be decided to-day. 


MR. NICOLL AT WORK. 
District Attorney Nicoll has apparently made 
up his mind not to wait for the special Oyer and 
Terminer Grand Jury, which is to be impaneled 


May 23 to clear from the pigeonholes the 3,500 
old excise cases that have been accumulating. 

He is turning some of them over to the regu- 
lar May Grand Jury now sitting in General Ses- 
sions. Yesterday the May Grand Jury dis- 
missed twenty a against liquor dealers 
for keeping open Sundays, while indictments 
were found against a much smaller number. 

A large percentage of the excise cases con- 
sidered yesteraay by the Grand Jury were on 
arrests made May 5, 1890. 

Mr. Nicoll’s reason for turning those cases 
over tothe regular Grand Jury is that otherwise 
they would have been defaulted by reason of an 
act which requires excise cases to be considered 
within two years from the date of the com- 
plaint. 


THE DUKE OF NEWCASTLE. 


———— 
JUST ARRIVED AND LIKELY TO GO 
HOME, HIS STEPFATHER DEAD. 


His Grace the Duke of Neweastle, accompa- 
nied by a man servant of great haughtiness and 
an immense pile of luggage, was one of the pas- 
sengers on the Teutonic, which came into port 
yesterday. It was the Duke’s intention to make 
a considerable stay in this country, and he had 


mapped out acomprehensive tour for himself 
and his camera, butit is probable that he will 
return to England immediately on account of 
the death, on Tuesday, of his stepfather, 
Thomas Hohler. 

Tidings of the death were received by the 
Duke when the Teutonic was at Quarantine. 

Thomas Theobold Hohler, the Duke’s step- 
father, who died on Tuesday, was at one time a 
prominent English opera singer. He was the 
son of a Gloucestershire preacher. He had 
achieved some fame as a concert singer when, 
in 1873, he became acquainted with the Duke 
and Duchess of Neweastie. The Duchess was 
thedaughterof Henry Thomas Hope, the Eng- 
lish banker, whose country seat in Surrey was 
one of the most famous castles in England. 

Miss Hope married the late Duke of Newcastle 
in 1861. Shortly after the birth of the present 
Duko the pair separated, owing to the intrigues 
of the late Duke with women on the English 
variety stage. Meantime, the affection which 
had sprung up between the Duchess and “ Tom” 
Hobler, as he was known, had become a matter 
of common observation. 

One year after the death of her husband, in 
1879, the Duchess, who wae still a beautiful 
woman, was married to “Tom” Hohler, who 
has just died. The present Duke of Newcastle 
was at that time fourteen years of age. He is 
therefore twenty-six years old.at the present 
time. He isa little man and a oripyée.

VAUDRICOURT’S BEQUEST. 


The will of Catherine E. de Vaudricourt, who 
died in Brooklyn on April 1, 1892, contained a 
vequest of $9,500 to the Home for the Blind, 
but two of the heirs, William M. Davis, a 
nephew, and Catherine E. Berham, a niece, are 


trying to force the executors to pay that sum 
over to the estate on the ground that the trust 
was void, in that no such institution exists. 

Mme. de Vaudricourt, who always claimed to 
be the widow of the Count Augustus de Vau- 
dricourt, who at one time represented France 
at Washington, became blind in herold aye, and 
the heirs claim that some one, with evil intent, 
made her believe a homo for the blind was to be 
organized and induced her to give something 
to it in her will.

OUR MINISTER TO BUSSIA. 
a 

TALK WITH HIM ON AMERICAN POLI- 

TICS AND FAMINE MATTERS. 


The Hon. Charles Emory Smith, United 
States Minister to Russia, was among the pas- 
sengers on the Teutonic, which arrived yester- 
day. Mrs. Smith accompanied him. Mr. Smith 
looked bronzed, stout, and healthy. 

“There are blue skies in Russia,” he said, after 
he had arrived at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, ** but 
it 1s a different sort of azure from the splendid 
soft glow that one sees in this country. An um- 
brella is an unnecessary implement in St. Pe- 
tersburg from November until May, and one be- 
comes, in a sense, wearied with the endless in- 
digo sky and the blinding white ground. I can 
believe now what I never took any stock in be- 
fore, that the climate of the Middle Atiantio 
States in the Spring season is more like that of 
Italy than of any other country. 

“Do you return to Russia?” Mr. Smith was 


asked. 
“Probably not. But I should much prefer to 
be excused from answering positively on that 


point until after I communicate my intentions 
to President Harrison. It would be neither 
diplomatic nor courteous for me to announce 
my future movements before laying them be- 
fore the President. 1 shall go to Philadelphia, 
my home, to-morrow afternoon, and shall go to 
Washington to confer with Mr. Harrison within 
afew days. Ifthe President is really eager for 
my resignation I shall tender it.” 

Asked if he did not return to the United States 
at Mr, Harrison’s requestin order to undertake 
the task of ‘‘getting the scattered Republicans 
of Pennsylvania together,” Mr. Smith quickly 
inquired, with feigned alarm: 

“Are , the Republicans of Pennsylvania scat- 
tered?’ 

Mr. Smith’s attention was then called to the 
report that Mr. Platt of this State and Senator 
Saag Bane formed an alliance for the defeat of 

r. Harrison at the Minneapolis Convention. 

* Well, 1 don’t know anything about that,” 
said Mr. Smith. 

“itis a pretty strong team, though,” he add- 
ed, musingly. 

“Tam not up with current politics,” Mr. 
Smith went on, * butI see no good reason why 
Mr. Harrison should not receive the nomination 
for a second term. . 

“Just take this down verbatim: The pro 
pect for Republican success, in my opinion, has 
greatly improved during the past three months, 
owing to the action, or non-action, of the major- 
ity in the House of Representatives, to the in- 
creased impression among the people as to the 
sound, judicious character of Mr. Harrison’s Ad- 
ministration, and to what looks to me likea 
very serious factional difference among our 
friends the enemy in New-York State.”’ 

“Do you think it probable that Cleveland will 
receive the Democraticnomination!” Mr. Smith 
was asked. 

“Yes, 1 do. Three months ago it looked to 
me as if he were a dead cock in the pit, but it 
now appears to me that his detractors, under the 
guidance of Senator Hill, have overreached 
themselves.” 

On the subject of the famine in Russia Mr, 
Smith spoke at considerable length. 

“It would be impossible,” he said, “to exag- 
a the feeling of gratitude toward Amer- 

cans which inspires the Russian people, from 
the Emperor to the humblest peasant. The 
Kussians are almost as sentimental as the Irish, 
and there is something that deeply touches 
them in the spectacle of great ships coming 
into their harbors deeply laden with the volun- 
tary contributions of a people 5,000 miles away 
for the relief of the starving thousands. Their 
gratitude is all the deeper with the knowledge 
that the United States has contributed more 
largely to their relief than all the countries of 
Europe put together.” 

Mr. Smith spoke in detail regarding the ad- 


mirable management of the distribution of the- 


grain contributed by America. 

Mr. Smith said that probably there would not 
be'so large a number of the refugees coming to 
this country this year as came during the past 
year, for the reason that the German Govern- 
ment had closed its frontier against them, with 
the likelihood that Austria would soon take the 
same action. 

““Germany’s reason for closing its frontier 
against the Jews,” said Mr. Smith, “‘was that 
hundreds of the refugees who come to America 
from German ports were refused a landing here 
because of their lack of means of support, and 
were thrown back on the German people for 
support, the Russian Government refusing to 
readmit them to Russian territory.”

WALL’S DEFENSE. 


HE TELLS WHY HE SMASHED HIS 
COUSIN’S STORE WINDOW. 


Herman Wall, who is the proprietor of a dairy 
establishment at 865 First Avenue, had his 
cousin, William Wall, arraigned before Judge 
Cowing, in General Sessions, yesterday for hav- 
ing thrown a forty-gallon milk can through a 
plate-glass window in his store worth $60.

The defendant was then put on the stand. 
His face looked as though it had been experi- 
mented upon with a new-fangled razor, but his 
counsel assured the court that it was the result 
of having his beard _ out by tho roots. 
After identifying his whiskers, William told the 
court that he had had trouble with his cousin 
because Mrs. William would not buy milk and 
eggs at the cousin’s store. Witness said that he 
got into a fight one morning and Herman pulled 
out all his whiskers by the roots. 

This so angered him, he said, that he seized 
the milk can and threw it at theretreating form 
of his cousin, but instead of hitting the mark it 
went through the window. 

The jury promptly acquitted William without 
leaving their seats.

CROWDED THE COURTROOM,

HOW THE WOMEN ARRESTED TUESDAY 
NIGHT WERE DISPOSED OF. 


Jefferson Market Police Court could not hold 
the persons who wished to get in yesterday and 
see what became of the women and men arrest- 
ed in the disorderly houses raided Tuesday night 
by Captsa.

$1,000 bail for examination with other pro- 
prietors. 

Mr. Lauterbach asserts that the house belongs 
to an estate and that its character was not 
known to him.

HATTIE ADAMS IN COURT 


—_——_—_~>——- 
NOW TO BE TRIED FOR KEEPING 
A DISORDERLY HOUSE. 


THE REV. DR. PARKHURST WILL BE THE 
CHIEF WITNESS AGAINST HER—A 
JURY OBTAINED—SOME SCENES IN 
THE COURTROOM. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, pastor of 
fhe Madison Square Presbyterian Church and 
President of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, walked gravely up the steps of the 
Criminal Court Building in City Hall Park yes- 
terday morning, He carried a newspaper in 
one hand and an umbrella in the other, and his 
head was bent forward in thought, so that he 
did not observe a pilain-featured, middle-aged 
woman, with a red face and a green velvet bon- 
net, who stood at the top of the short stairway 
peering at him from behind a black lace veil 
with ber small gray eyes. 

Dr, Parkhurst almost brushed against tho 
woman aS he entered the hall, but he did not 
look up to eee that it was Hattie Adams, whom 
he was on his way up stairsto prosecute for 
keeping a disorderly house. 

Mrs. Adams pointed out the minister with a 
gesture of impatience to a small group of 
gaudily-attired young women, whose lean und 
sallow faces were liberally covered with rouge 
and powder, and they made funof his white 
eravat and his eide whiskers, and shook their 
faise ringlets in derision at hie dark hair, slight- 
ly tinged with gray, which fell almost to his 
shoulders. 

Pastor Parkhurst was admitted to Part I. of 
the Court of General Sessions through the pri- 
vate door before the crowd got in, and was es- 
corted to the sofa within the railing. Judge 


Fitzgerald had not arrived, and Dr. Parkhurst 
removed his derby hat, adjusted his cold spoc- 
tacies, and perused his newspaper, relapsing 
now and then into deep meditation, when he 
would close his eyes and allow hig chin to touch 
his vest aud entirely obscure his white cravat. 
The loud voice of the court opener, crying 
* Hats off!” “ Hate off!” aroused him with a 
Start. 

By that time the courtroom was crowded, and 
the officers at the doors were wrangling with 
the throng in the corridor and allowing curious 
and perspiring persons to leak in one by one. 

The Brobdingnagian, William F. Howe, and the 
Lilliputian, A. H. Hammel, wero in their places 
at toe counsel table; their client, Hattie Adams, 
Was eitting a fewfeet away; the young wo- 
men with rouge on their hollow cheeks were 
distributed on the reserved benches at one side 
of the room; Assistant District Attorney Mc- 
intyre was fambling in his satchel for the in- 
dictment and complaint, and Superintendent 
Gardiner of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime and ‘* Sunbeam” Erving, who acocom- 
panied Dr. Parkhurst on his tour among the 
diserderly houses, were sitting by his side on 
the sofa. . 

The first duty of Judge Fitzgerald was to dis- 
pose of a choice assortment of thieves, pick- 
pockets, and burglars, and as they were ar- 
Taigned to piead guilty or not guilty Pastor 
Parkhurst studied their faces and seewed to tind 
small comfort. 

When the thieves were all disposed of, more or 
less to their satisfaction, Hattie Adams's case 
was calied, and the prisoner took a seat beside 
her lawyers. There were two indictments 
acainst her, both charging her with keeping a 
disorderly house and both founded on evidence 
secured by Dr. Parkhurst and his agents. 

The cases of the three other indicted keepers 
of disorderly houses, Marie Andrea, Jennie Lau- 
rent, and Eliza Huston, who were visited by Dr. 
Parkhurst, were also on the calendar for trial 
yesterday, but were postponed until the Adams 
ease could be disposed of. 

Almost the entire day was devoted to getting 
ajury The last man-was not secured until 
after 4 o’clock, and after Assistant District At- 
torney McIntyre had talked to the jury for half 
an hour court adjourned until to-day. 

Mr. Howe started in evidently determined to 
lose no opportunity to cast ridicule and oppro- 
brium on Dr. Parkhurst, his motives and his as- 
sociates, but Judge Fitzgeraid called him up 
withashort tury and reminded him that charac- 
terizations of the minister and his agents were 
Dot necessary. 

The first man chosen on the jury was Albert 
Steininger, a dancing master. After he had been 
aveept+d by the prosecution Mr. Howe took him 
in hand. 

“Do you know this so-called elergyman?” 
he asked, with a curl of the lip and a disdainfal 
side giance at Dr. Parkhurst. 

“Ido not,” replied Steininger. 

“ He says he’s a clergyman. Heclaims tobe 
one,” continued Mr. Howe deprecatingly. 

“I've read that he was,” answered the danc- 
ing master. 

“Jid you ever 
played leap frog?” asked Mr. 
grin. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre asked 
the court to protect Dr. Parkhurst. Judge Fitz- 
gerald told Mr. lowe not to characterize Dr. 
Parkhurat, and thereafter the lawyer alluded 
to Pastor Parkhurst only in terms of respect. 
Lawyer Hummel eiopted the same tactics and 
handled the reverend gentleman’s name with 
extreme deference.

PAYING PENSION 
———— 


*“GRAND ARMY MISSION” APPRE- 
CIATED BY THE VETERANS. 


At 7o’clock yesterday morning the iasuing of 
pension vouchers began at the United States 
Pension Agency, 396 and 398 Canal Street. 
The regular quarterly payment at this agency 
foots up nearly $2,000,000. Vouchers aggre- 
gating $1,844,585.85 were ready yesterday 
morning. The highest pension paid is for the 
loss of both hands, $100 a month. A blind man's 
pension is $72 a month, and for the loss of both 
feet $50 a month is paid. 

The line of pensioners stretched far down 
Taight Street and contained hundreds of men. 
The newly-organized “Grand Army Mission” 
sheltered between 300 and 400 persons during 
the night, and the general expression regarding 
the establishment of such a waiting room was 
one of hearty approval. At one time, during 
the heavy shower which fell toward merning, 
as many as seventy-five persons were sheltered 
inthe room. The ample provision of coffee and 
thick sandwiches was continually assailed with 


the result that the tedium of waiting left no- 
body with an empty stomach. Consequently 
scarcely any of the pensioners felt the need of 
malt sustenance, and the neighboring saloon 
keepers did not profit by the trade of the pen- 
sioners nor get a chance to discount their 
vouchers at exorbitant rates. 

This evil was what the mission was organized 
to extinguish, and the usefulness of the mission 
was proved. The roon: will be kept open every 
night, Sundays and all, and is designed asa 
clubroom for such Grand Army men as may 
need it. Religious services will be held, and at 
the time of each quarterly payment the coffee 
and sandwiches will be served free. i 

The line of pensioners was interesting to look 
at. In it stood almostevery sort of pensioner— 
commonplace, conventional, remarkable, and 
unique. Women were not frequent in the line 
in the earliest hours, but &s the forenoon passed 
they came dropping into their places. A pleas- 
ing feature was the absence of Grand Army 
hats. There was nothing theatrical about the 
gathering—the dramatic eifects came with the 
trequent flapping sleeve and the occasional 
cruteh or false leg. Many of the men wore the 
little bronze bution of their organization, but of 
es blue or brass buttons there was no dis- 
play. 

One effect of the coffee room has been to do 
away with certain picturesque features of the 
gathering. There was less “‘yarning” than 
usual, for the veteran jaws had not been oiled 
with beer, and the usual erratic movements of 
individual veterans were missed, to the grati- 
tude of the pension clerks who issued the 
vouchers. 

‘The agente of the mission who had arranged 
to cash the pension vouchers for the veterans, 
thus saving them the delay of a visit to the Sub- 
Treasury, came arvund to Col. Frank C. Love- 
land’s office night before last with $10,000. 
They were somewhat surprised to be told that 
on the first day of the quarterly payment, made 
last February, $116,000 had been paid out in 
vouchers. They had doubled their working cap- 
ital when they opened their basement bank yes- 
terday morning, having $20,000 in ‘hand, and 
they ran dry in two hours. But — sent 
around to their banks of supply immudiately 
and got more money on the same terms—one- 
fourth of 1 per cent.—and payment proceeded 
regularly throughout the day. 

All the expense of this work for the benefit of 
the pensioners is borne by the mission in charge 
of City Missionary Samuel H. Hadley. Col. 
Loveland came out of his offica in the rear of the 
agency about once in fifteen or twenty minutes 
and made cheering little speeches to the vet- 
erans. 

Four women came down into the basement 
room, all handsomely dressed. Thrae of them 
were escorting the fourth, who stood patiently 
in line, gray haired and dignitied, and tarned 
in her check to be cashed at the deak just after 
avery tall black negro, who was evidently a 
carpenter,and who watched the carpenters at 
work upon the new ceiling of the room with in- 
terest and disdain. 

“They’re slappin’ it up auyhow,” he eaid. 
* Don’t make no diiterence to them if the joints 
don’t come on a floor beam, so long as they get 
through the job.” But his interestin the car- 
pentry ceased as soon as he had pocketed his 
money. 

A typical pensioner was a man ebout fifty 
years of age, who had lost his rightarm. He 
wore decent, cheap clothes, and if his chin was 
not shaven very clean, his boots were blacked 
and his eyes were bright and clear. He was, 
perhaps, a mechanic who had gone to the war 
before having laid by any money atall. He had 
left his arm somewhere in Virginia. He only 
knew his trade and his maiming had handi- 
capped him. By meaus of his pension he 
averaged as good a living as his fellows in his 
Own trade. 

A few men in the line looked like precise, cut- 
and-dried bookkeepers, but the majority were 
old men of another stamp. Whatever work 
they did was clearly done with their hands, and 
there was not a full complement of hands in the 
crowd. Some brought their children with them. 

One old man came all alone and stood silently 
watching a light, frisky boy of sight years or so, 
who had accompanied a woman in a widow's 
cap. The old man’s turn came first at the 
window. Before he went away he called the boy 
to him and gave him a brand new ten-cent 
piece that wae as ehiny asif it had beena five- 
dollar gold piece.

Counsel in the contest over the will of Sophia 
Moss, which has been occupying the Surrogate’s 
time for eight weeks, finished summing up yes- 
terday, and Surrogate Ransom made his decis- 
ion. This was that the will was not the free act 
of Mrs. Moss, but had been brought about by 


the influence of her son, Ralph Moss, and could 
not be admitted to probate. The estate involved 
is estimated at from $250,000 to $500,000, 

Mra, Moss was the widow of Solomon D. Moss, 
& pawnbroker, who died in 1866, loaving an es- 
tate that was then valuable. By his will the 
widow was to have a life interest in bis estate, 
which, at her death, was to be taken by the 
sons, Ralph, David, and Henry. Trusts were 
established for the benefit of the children of the 
three daughters. 

The daughters were not satisfied with the 
provisions in their favor and threatened to con- 
test their father’s will. Their mother paid them 
$18,000, and the contest was abandoned. In 
their mother’s will they were named as bene- 
fiviaries to the extent of $200 each. 

The contest over the will of Mrs. Moss was 
begun by two of the daughters, Mrs. Cohen and 
Mrs. Silberstein. They alleged that their 
mother had enjoyed an income of $12,000 a 
year from the estate and had lived economically, 
s0 thet the income must have amounted in the 
twenty-five years since the death pf their father 
to a great deal of money, which must have been 
ere of in some way by their brothere. The 
will of Mre. Moss was in favor of the sons, but 
it was said there was very little property. 

The tostimony was very strong against Ralph 
Moss, who had to bear the brunt of the charges 
made by his two sisters. It was alleged that he 
was intoxicated much of the time, and that be- 
tore his mother’s death he treated her cruelly. 
It waa also charged that he had not kept. correct 
accounts of his mother’s estate. 

Ex-Surrogate Kollins, who appeared with 
Charles H. Beokett and E. A. Jacobse as counsel 
for Mre. Coben and Mrs.’ Bilberstein, moved 
that Ralph Moss be committed for perjury or 
that he be compelled to furnish security pend- 
ing proceedings to have him indicted for per- 
ime The motion was based on Ralph’s swear- 

ng that he had nover been intoxicated, on his 
testimony that Julius Lipman bad never been 
his personal attorney, and on his having sworn 
that bis mother's estate was ingolvent when it 
was worth about $200,000. Surrogate Ransom 
denied the motion, holding that he had not’ the 
power to grantit. He suid in his decision, how- 
ever, that he did not believe credit could be 
given to all of the testimony of Ralph. 
ore ‘Ransom said it was evident that 
the will was not freely executed by Moss, 
but that she had been under the influence of 
Ralph, who had tried to have his sisters shut 
out from all share in the estate left by their 
father. There was no question that Mrs. Moss 
was competent to make a will. Henry was ex- 
empted from responsibility for any of the wrong 
that had been done. 





MRS. BLIZZARD, THE SQUATTER. 

Thirty years ago Mrs. Mary A. Blizzard took 
equatter’s possession of an acre of land in Kast- 
chester Creek and built a hotel on it.

NEW ASSEMBLY DISTRICTS. 





TAMMANY FIXING BOUNDARIES UNDER 
THE REAPPORTIONMENT. 


The work of parceling out the New-York City 
Assembly districts under the new reapportion- 
ment will not be completed for many days. A 
committee of Tammany Hall has the work in 
charge, and when they get it into shape the 
Aldermen will meet as a Board of Supervisors 
and make the formal reapportionment. 

There will be thirty Assembly districts in the 
city. The radical changes will all be made up 
town, mainly between Forty-second Street and 
the Harlem River. Some of the Tammany men 
predict that there will be at least two Assembly 
districts in which the Republicans can elect As- 
semblymen, but this belief is not very generally 
shared by their associates. 

The central portion of the present Nineteenth 
Assembly District may form the nucleus of a 
Republican district, and it has been puzzling 
the Tammany politicians very much to kuow 
just how to cut the Nineteenth up. 

In the down-town districts there will be some 
important changes. The old Fifth Assembly 
District is in danger of losing its ae be- 
ing merged into the First. “ Barney” Martin, 
in the Seventh, wants to make his district sure- 
ly Democratic by by taking a few slices off the 
Ninth District. James Fitzpatrick, in the Ninth 
District, does not think he can spare any Demo- 
—- votes, but believes more should be given 
to him. 

All the down-town districts will undergo 
changes, but some of them may be only slight 
ones. 

Above Fourteenth Street the topography of 
the districts will be radically changed. They 
will run from a common dividing line to the 
rivers. In all probability the districts between 
Fourteenth Street and Central Park will have 
Sixth Avenue for pte | line, and the dis- 
tricts between Fifty-ninth Street and the Har- 
lem River will have Fifth Avenue for their 
dividing line. 

Under the reapportionment the up-town lead- 
ere are sure to have the best of it, for they will 
be sufficiently strong in number to dominate the

A MEMORIAL OF HIS MI3SION WORK 
READY FOR CASTING. 


A statue of the late Rey. John ©. Drumgoole, 
founder of the Mission of the Immaculate Vir- 
gin and of 8t. Joseph’s Union, who died on 
March 28, 1888, has just been completed and 
will soon adorn the front of the institution on 
the corner of Lafayette Place and Great Jones 
Street. 

This memorial to ‘a well-known man is the 
work of Robert Cushing, the soulptor, who has 


been quietly engaged on the statue for the past 
two yeare. Not until yesterday was it ready 
tor the foundry. it will be cast in bronze. 

The figure is of heroic size, 10 feet high, and 
represeuts Father Drumgoole in benevolent 
pose, listening to the entreaty of a little street 
ara), who clings to the cassock of the priest as, 
with uplifted face, he makea his plea. Father 
Drumgooie’s left hand reste on the shoulder of 
the boy, to whose story be listens with inclined 
head. ‘The priest is shown wearing cassock and 
beretta. 

In the right hand is a half-epened breviary, 
below whicb is a rosary depending from one of 
the tingers, while from asmall pocket in the 
breast of the cassock peeps out a pair of eye- 
giasses. 

On the opposite side of Father Drumgoole ‘is 
another figure, which offers a strong contrast to 
the barefooted urchin on the other side, with 
ragged shirt and ionely suspender holding up 
the tattered nether garments. 

This second figure is that of deg seated on 
three ponderous tomes ai Father Drumgoole’s 
feet, intently engaged in reading from an open 
volume which rests upon bis knees, the lege be- 
ing twiued in careless boyigh fashion.
